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ADDRESS  OF  PRESIDENT 

V.  A.  HOUSTON 

The  officers  and  executive  committee  of  the  P.D.A.  have  felt  a  grave  sense  of 
responsibility  to  keep  our  organization  intact  and  active  in  spite  of  war  time  conditions. 
We  have  felt  that,  if  there  ever  was  a  time  when  dairymen  should  be  informed  on  the 
issues  confronting  them  and  should  be  prepared  to  present  a  united  front,  it  is  now. 

We  have  tried  to  reduce  the  mileage  and  time  consumed  in  transacting  our  business 
to  the  minimum.  Only  two  meetings  of  the  executive  committee  have  been  held  during 
the  year.  However,  the  president  and  secretary  have  conferred  frequently  on  problems 
relating  to  our  program.  Our  vice-president  has  worked  with  the  secretary  in  arranging 
local  details  for  our  meetings  last  night  and  today.  We  have  attended  and  taken  part 
in  the  meetings  of  the  Pennsylvania  Council  of  Farm  Organizations.  We  have  recog- 
nized the  threat  to  our  freedom  of  thought  and  action  through  any  tie-up  with  organized 
labor.  In  view  of  this  menace  we  have  become  members  of  both  Free  Farmers  Inc.  and 
the  Interstate  Council  of  Farm  Organizations. 

The  Dairy  Husbandry  Department  and  Dairy  Extension  staff  of  State  College  have 
assisted  in  the  preparation  of  todays  program. 

Membership  and  finances  continue  to  be  our  chief  problems  as  an  organization. 
We  believe  that  the  practice  of  awarding  ribbons  and  certificates  is  worth  while.  We 
hope  that  the  high  standard  of  the  annual  report  may  be  maintained.  However  we  must 
face  the  fact  that  in  view  of  increasing  costs,  we  must  have  more  members  in  order  to 
continue  these  services.  In  behalf  of  the  new  officers  who  take  over  today,  I  urge  every 
one  here  to  enroll  the  members  of  your  Cow  Testing  Association,  your  local  breed  as- 
sociation, and  all  other  dairymen  in  your  community. 

If  we  are  to  successfully  prosecute  this  war  and  write  a  lasting  peace,  if  we  are  to 
preserve  the  American  traditions  for  which  we  are  fighting,  organizations  such  as  ours 
must  be  maintained.  We  must  support  our  president  and  those  in  charge  of  the  war 
effort  to  the  utmost.  But  we  must  also  preserve  our  freedom  of  thought  and  action. 
We  must  not  allow  our  free  American  agriculture  to  be  pauperized  or  reduced  to  peasan- 
try through  the  substitution  of  government  subsidies  for  a  fair  price  for  our  production. 
We  must  keep  our  feet  on  the  ground  and  avoid  being  led  astray,  not  only  during  this 
period  of  conflict  but  also  during  the  equally  dangerous  reconstruction  period.  We  have 
a  grave  obligation  to  not  only  win  the  war  but  to  rehabilitate  a  ravaged  world.  May  it 
be  said  of  us  as  a  nation  and  as  a  dairy  industry  "In  as  much  as  you  did  it  unto  one  of 
these,  ye  did  it  unto  Me." 

So  I  say  in  conclusion,  let  us  at  home  as  individuals  and  as  an  organization  keep 
faith  with  our  fighting  men  on  land,  in  the  air  or  at  sea.  That  they  who  die  may  not 
have  died  in  vain  and  that  they  who  return  victorious  may  find  a  better  land  than  ever 
before.  And  I  say  with  all  reverence,  let  us  not  neglect  to  seek  divine  guidance  for  our 
national  leaders  and  in  all  things  that  we  do. 

We  met  last  year  shortly  after  our  country  was  forced  into  the  greatest  war  of  all 
time.  We  met  during  what  was  one  of  the  most  critical  periods  in  our  national  history. 
All  was  confusion  and  turmoil.    Our  armed  forces  were  not  yet  ready  to  engage  the  enemy 
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in  battle.  Our  allies  were  being  defeated  on  every  front.  Our  industries  were  not  speed- 
ed up  to  full  war  production.  As  farmers  and  dairymen  we  were  being  rudely  awakened 
from  the  nightmare  of  over  production  and  surpluses  to  the  more  painful  reality  of  under 
production  and  deficits.  We  were  faced  with  the  seemingly  impossible  task  of  increasing 
production,  in  spite  of  the  greatest  shortage  of  competent  labor  our  industry  had  ever 
know. 

Many  changes  have  occurred  during  the  past  twelve  months.  We  have  settled 
down  to  the  great  grim  reality  of  war.  Our  armed  forces  have  been  expanded  into  the 
greatest  fighting  machine  in  our  national  history.  We  have  become  reconciled  to  the 
inconveniences  of  regimentation  and  rationing.  Our  industries  are  producing  weapons 
and  war  material  faster  than  the  combined  output  of  our  enemies.  Our  farms  and  herds 
have  surpassed  production  goals  in  spite  of  great  shortage  of  labor  and  equipment. 

This  increased  farm  and  live  stock  production  has  been  accomplished  by  the  peculiar 
genius  of  the  American  farmer  to  meet  emergencies  and  overcome  obstacles.  The 
women  and  children  of  the  farm  family  have  taken  over  the  work  of  the  son  gone  to 
war  and  of  the  hired  man  gone  to  the  munition  plants.  We  have  worked  long  hours. 
We  have  cheerfully  given  up  leisure  and  recreation.  Old  machinery  has  been  repaired 
to  lat  for  the  duration.  Many  ingenious  ways  have  been  devised  of  increasing  production 
with  present  inadequate  labor  and  equipment.  American  Agriculture  has  met  the  chal- 
lenge with  characteristic  determination  and  with  a  confidence  which  ensures  final 
victory. 

I  do  not  wish  to  belittle  the  efforts  or  achievements  of  other  groups,  but  any  devo- 
tion to  duty  which  stops  with  a  fourty  hour  week  does  not  impress  me  as  the  highest  in 
American  patriotism.  As  I  prepare  these  remarks,  the  newspapers  report  a  strike  of 
20.000  anthracite  miners,  in  spite  of  a  critical  shortage  of  coal  in  our  eastern  cities. 
Many  of  the  great  colleries  are  idle  while  the  miners  haggle  with  their  union  over  fifty 
cents  monthly  dues.  This  is  the  United  Mine  Workers,  that  great  benevolent  group 
which  would  like  to  absorb  our  dairy  men  and  farmers. 

During  the  past  year,  we  farmers  and  dairymen  have  been  the  victims  of  much 
misleading  and  harmful  publicity.  We  have  been  libeled  by  the  public  press  as  profiteers 
and  extortioners.  We  have  been  accused  by  men  high  in  Government  circles  of  respon- 
sibility for  monetary  inflation.  The  term  "parity"  as  related  to  farm  prices  has  been 
much  in  the  headlines  without  any  realization  on  the  part  of  the  general  public  as  to  the 
false  impression  thus  given.  While  we  have  resented  these  abuses  and  are  doing  all  in 
our  power  to  have  them  corrected,  there  has  been  no  break  down  in  morale  or  no  slow 
down  in  production.

Resolutions  as  Adopted  at  the  Annual  Meeting 

January  13, 1943 

RESOLUTION  1 

Resolved  that  we,  The  Pennsylvania  Dairymen's  Association,  request  of  the 
incoming  administration  of  Pennsylvania,  adequate  appropriations  for  the  control  and 
eradication  of  Bang's  Disease  and  Bovine  Tuberculosis  in  the  interest  of  Public  Health. 

Farm  Labor:  If  Pennsylvania  farmers  are  to  do  their  part  in  producing  the  food 
and  fibre  of  the  Government  for  the  armed  forces,  our  allies  and  our  war  workers,  quick 
and  decisive  steps  must  be  taken  to  stop  the  flow  of  farm  labor  to  the  more  lucrative 
war  industries,  return  to  the  farms  that  skilled  farm  labor  that  has  been  attracted  else- 
where and  supplement  the  woefully  overworked  farm  labor  with  such  help  that  can  be 
recruited  from  industry  and  schools.  This  can  be  done  by  an  approach  through  localized 
direction  and  through  the  aid  of  those  who  are  in  close  contact  with  the  farmer,  the  type 
of  labor  he  needs,  the  amount  he  needs  and  the  time  when  he  needs  it  most. 

We  heartily  recommend  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Wickard  for  his  recent  action 
in  placing  the  administration  of  such  aid  as  the  Government  may  give  in  the  hands  of 
the  Agricultural  Estension  Service  of  the  Commonwealth.  We  believe,  that,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  State  Department  of  Education,  working  through  localized  committees 
of  school  authorities,  farm  groups  and  business  men,  the  County  Agricultural  Elxtension 
Agents  are  in  best  position  to  recruit  whatever  farm  labor  is  available,  train  it  and 
place  it  on  those  farms  where  it  is  most  needed  at  the  times  most  necessary  and  where  it 
will  add  the  most  to  our  food  supply.  We  pledge  the  support  of  our  farm  organizations 
to  the  Agricultural  Extension  Service  in  this  task.  We  request  the  Legislature  and  the 
Governor  to  amend  Pennsylvania  School  Laws  so  as  to  make  available  the  hip  of  school 
boys  and  girls  when  most  needed  on  the  farms. 

We  would  urge  our  Federal  Government  to  take  one  more  decisive  step  by  declaring 
farming  to  be  "An  Essential  War  Industry",  thereby  giving  food  producers  the  "Green 
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Make  More  Milk  Flow  From 

Your  Own  Land 


Eastern  States  Farmers'  Ex- 
change has  always  urged  dairy- 
men to  produce  just  as  much 
feed  as  possible  on  their  own 
farms.  That  includes  best  pos- 
sible fertilization  and  manage- 
ment of  pastures,  hay  fields  and 
seedings  for  supplemental  pas- 
ture or  hay.  Such  practice  is 
now  more  than  ever  necessary. 

Dairymen  who  have  develop- 
ed a  sound  roughage  program 
are  now  better  able  to  maintain 
production  with  the  present 
shortage  of  protein  concentrates. 

The  demand  for  animal,  mar- 
ine and  vegetable  protein  across 
the  country  exceeds  the  supply. 
This  condition  has  been  especial- 
ly serious  in  the  northeast  which 
must  import  protein. 

Although  the  Eastern  States 
mill  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  has  for 
months  been  producing  a  tre- 
mendous amount  of  dairy,  poul- 


try and  livestock  feeds  -about 
2400  tons  a  day  and  20  percent 
more  than  a  year  ago)  the  de- 
inand  still  exceeds  this  produc- 
tion. As  a  result  this  coopera- 
tive has  been  forced  to  refrain 
from  accepting  new  feed  users 
and  to  allocate  the  large  ton- 
nage produced. 

Remember  though,  that  East- 
ern States  Farmers*  Exchange 
provides  a  selective  purchasing 
service  on  many  supplies  other 
than  feed,  and  stocks  are  ade- 
quate in  most  lines. 

Among  the  commodities  in 
fair  supply  (at  this  writing)  are: 
seed  for  many  crops,  disinfect- 
ants, dairy  cleanser,  dairy  bac- 
tericide, motor  oil,  paints,  spray 
materials,  flours  and  cereals. 

There  is  an  Eastern  States 
local  representative  or  service 
warehouse  serving  most  Penn- 
sylvania communities.

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Light"  in  securing  most  needed  machinery,  equipment,  fertiHzer  and  man  power 
Farm  Prices:  Pennsylvania  farmers  along  with  other  farmers  in  the  nation  are 
faced  with  enormously  increased  costs  of  production.  The  close  proximity  of  Penn- 
sylvania farmers  to  our  war  industries  which  operate  on  a  cost  plus  basis,  has  drained  off 
our  farm  labor  at  wages  far  beyond  what  farmers  can  pay  under  present  market  prices. 
With  mounting  feed,  fertilizer,  transportation,  machinery  and  labor  costs,  the  Penn- 
sylvania farmer  finds  himself  growing  progressively  poorer  until  he  in  many  cases  has 
sold  his  cattle,  left  his  acres  lie  untitled,  his  crops  unplanted  or  unharvested  and  has 
sought  work  at  good  wages  in  industry.  We  earnestly  urge  that  those  in  authority  both 
State  and  Federal  face  the  reality  of  a  pending  food  shortage,  "unfreeze"  the  prices  of  the 
farmers*  products  and  help  him  receive  an  adequate  market  price  for  his  crops  and  live- 
stock products,  so  that  he  may  have  a  true  incentive  to  produce — an  equitable  price  in 
the  market  for  his  goods,  that  he  may  be  given  equal  standing  with  other  war  industries. 
The  Pennsylvania  farmer  wants  no  subsidies  by  whatever  name — incentive  pay- 
ment or  benefit  payment.  He  believes  that  such  a  system  is  ineffective,  bureaucratic, 
paternalistic,  wasteful  of  manpower  and  breaks  down  the  morale  of  the  recipient  and 
is  a  fraud  upon  the  public,  which  is  led  to  believe  that  food  prices  are  being  frozen, 
while  asked  to  pay  through  taxation,  subsidies  to  maintain  food  production.  The 
farmer  wants  only  an  adequate  price,  the  tools  and  the  labor  with  which  to  continue  his 
patriotic  duty  of  feeding  and  clothing  the  State  and  Nation. 


RESOLUTION  2 

Emergency  Legislation,  Not  Executive  Decrees:  Pennsylvania  farmers  have 
noted  with  alarm  the  growing  tendency,  particularly  nationally  to  legislate  by  executive 
administrative  edict  rather  than  through  the  duly  constituted  representative  legislative 
bodies  of  the  State  and  Nation.  Acute  problems  growing  out  of  the  war  have  given 
further  excuse  to  those  who  seek  to  usurp  such  authority  and  opportunity  to  circumvent 
the  National  Congress  and  to  take  away  from  the  State  many  functions  that  are  purely 
local  and  constitutionally  theirs.  We  oppose  the  granting  of  further  emergency  war 
powers  to  the  executive  department  of  the  Federal  Government  and  the  suspension  of 
existing  Laws  under  the  guise  of  war  emergencies  and  urge  that  in  both  State  and  Federal 
Government  legislation  be  left  to  the  law  makers. 


RESOLUTION  3 

Whereas,  the  lack  of  dairy  products  and  other  foods  is  a  serious  handicap  to  the 
successful  prosecuting  of  the  war  and  threatens  the  health  and  well  being  not  only  of 
our  men  in  uniform  but  of  the  civilian  as  well. 

And  Whereas,  the  only  means  by  which  we  can  hope  to  supply  necessities  is  by 
a  more  liberal  supply  of  labor,  material  and  grain,  much  of  which  is  used  in  the  manu- 
facturing and  distribution  of  beer  and  other  liquors,  which  not  only  impairs  the  ability 
of  our  army,  defense  and  civilian  workers  but  breaks  down  the  morale  and  degenerates 
the  moral,  spiritual  and  physical  man. 

Therefore  Be  It  Resolved  that  the  Pennsylvania  Dairymen's  Association  on 
this  13th  day  of  January,  1943  in  session  in  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania,  request  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  liquor  traffic. 

And  Further  Be  it  Resolved  that  this  resolution  be  given  to  the  press  and  copies 
sent  to  our  United  States  Senators  and  to  the  President  of  the  United  States.

A  talk  given  at  the     Eighteenth  Annual  Meeting     of  the  Pennsylvania  Dairymen's 
Association,  Penn  Harris  Hotel,  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania,  January  13,  1943. 


The  Pennsylvania  dairy  industry  has  operated  under  war-time  conditions  for  more 
than  a  year.  1 1  is  now  possible  to  summarize  the  e^ect  of  the  war  to  date  on  the  industry 
and  to  use  this  information  as  a  basis  for  predicting  what  may  happen  to  it  in  1943. 
One  of  the  prime  factors  that  will  affect  the  industry  is  the  length  of  the  war.  1  make  no 
predictions  in  this  respect,  but  for  the  purposes  of  this  talk  1  assume  that  it  will  extend 
throughout  1943. 

Our  national  policy  previous  to  December  7,  1941  was  one  of  expcuided  production  of 
war  goods,  which  in  turn  stimulated  the  output  of  most  lines  of  goods  for  domestic 
consumption.  With  the  outbreak  of  war  more  than  a  year  ago  the  policy  was  changed  to 
one  of  expanded  production  of  war  material  and  a  declining  production  of  goods  for 
domestic  consumption.  Thus  the  great  automobile  industry  was  converted  lock,  stock 
and  barrel  to  the  production  of  war  goods.  You  and  1  will  get  along  with  the  auto- 
mobi  es  w.*  have  or  that  were  in  stock  when  their  manufacture  was  discontinued.  Pro- 
ducers of  many  other  consumption  goods  have  converted  to  war  goods.  Conversion  is 
still  going  on.  so  there  will  be  less  production  of  consumer  goods  during  the  remainder 
of  the  war  than  there  has  been  thus  far.  Coupled  with  this  declining  output,  the  stocks 
built  up  before  the  war  are  becoming  smaller  and  smaller.  Last  year  at  your  meeting  I 
said:  "So  far  as  the  dairy  farmer  is  concerned  this  change  in  policy  will  affect  the  avail- 
ability and  cost  of  almost  everything  he  buys  but  particularly  labor,  fertilizers  and 
equipment  of  all  kinds.  Also  it  will  atfect  the  demands  for  the  products  he  produces. 
It  may  result  in  some  far-reaching  changes  in  marketing."  We  now  know  that  the 
availability  and  cost  of  labor  and  equipment  have  changed  materially  and  constitute 
major  problems  of  the  dairy  farmer.  There  is  little  doubt  in  my  mind  but  that  so  long 
as  the  war  continues  they  will  become  increasingly  serious  problems.  Demands  for  dairy 
products  have  increased  beyond  what  most  of  us  thought  possible  a  year  ago.  Marketing 
of  farm  products  has  changed  somewhat,  but  1  believe  more  changes  are  in  store  for  1943  . 

Prices  of  Farm  Products 

During  1942  we  had  much  price  legislation  and  regulation.  The  Emergency  Price 
Control  Act  was  approved  by  President  Roosevelt  on  Jsmuary  30,  1942.  This  act 
authorized  the  executive  branch  of  the  Federal  Government  to  fix  maximum  prices. 
With  respect  to  agriculture  the  act  provided  that  no  ceiling  or  maximum  prices  could 
be  established  or  maintained  for  any  agricultural  commodity  below  the  highest  of  any 
of  the  following  prices: 

1 .  110  per  cent  of  the  parity  for  such  commodity. 

2.  The  market  price  prevailing  on  October  1,  1941. 

3.  The  market  price  prevailing  on  December  15,  1941. 

4.  The  average  price  during  the  period  July  1,  1919  to  June  30,  1929.

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As  a  result  of  these  price  changes  during  the  year,  1942  is  the  first  year  since  1920 
that  the  index  of  prices  received  by  Pennsylvania  farmers  was  higher  than  the  United 
States  index  of  costs  of  things  farmers  buy  (Figure  1).  There  has  been  much  comment 
on  this  point.  It  means  that  average  prices  received  for  the  year  were  above  parity  for 
the  first  time  in  22  years.  Even  if  parity  were  an  equitable  concept,  it  would  seem 
logical  that  prices  must  be  above  parity  about  as  much  as  they  are  below  parity  in  order 
that  farmers  receive  prices  that  average  parity.  It  will  take  a  good  many  years  in  which 
prices  paid  for  their  products  are  higher  than  costs  of  things  farmers  buy  to  make  up 
for  those  years  between  1920  and  1942  in  which  prices  were  below  parity. 

Prices  in  Two  War  Periods  Compared 

During  the  first  World  War  prices  received  by  Pennsylvania  farmers  began  to  rise 
noticeably  in  1916  and  continued  upward  with  more  or  less  regularity  until  April  1920, 
when  they  reached  239  as  compared  with  100  before  the  war.  When  the  current  war 
began  in  1939  prices  of  Pennsylvania  farm  products  were  somewhat  higher  than  they 
were  in  1914.  In  December  1917,  three  years  and  four  months  after  the  earlier  war 
began,  Pennsylvania  farm  prices  were  at  an  index  of  1 64.  In  December  1942,  three  years 
and  three  months  after  the  current  war  began,  Pennsylvania  farm  prices  were  at  an 
index  of  167  (Figure  2).  Prices  were  somewhat  higher  when  this  war  began  than  they 
were  at  the  beginning  of  the  former  war.  They  have  not  risen  quite  so  rapidly  during  this 
present  war.  But  they  are  at  approximately  the  same  level  as  they  were  at  a  comparable 
date  in  the  other  war.

Prices  in  1943 

We  know  what  has  happened  to  prices.  What  changes  are  expected  in  1943? 
The  exceedingly  high  rate  of  industrial  activity  and  the  record-breaking  payrolls  tend 
toward  higher  prices.  Restricted  production  in  many  lines  of  consumer  goods  will 
leave  more  purchasing  F>ower  available  to  bid  for  those  goods  that  are  produced.    On  the 
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other  hand,  taxes  are  high  and  will  become  higher.  Thus  far  there  has  been  little  forced 
purchasmg  of  War  Bonds.  A  plan  to  force  savings  for  War  Bond  purchases  may  be 
put  mto  effect.  In  so  far  as  such  a  plan  transfers  from  individuals  to  the  government 
funds  that  would  not  be  transferred  otherwise,  it  will  have  the  same  immediate  effect 
as  taxation  However,  even  with  these  offsetting  factors  there  will  be  ample  purchasing 
power  m  relation  to  the  supply  of  farm  products  to  cause  prices  to  rise.  The  extent  of 
the  rise  will  depend  on  price  control  and  rationing. 

You  have  experienced  price  control  for  some  time.  Last  year  control  did  not  begin 
on  many  farm  products  until  May  and  did  not  include  some  others  until  October  The 
terms  of  the  law  are  such  that  prices  below  parity  are  not  supposed  to  be  subject  to 
control.  The  Office  of  Price  Administration  has  not  seen  fit  to  try  to  regulate  prices  of 
certam  fruits  and  vegetables.  Since  control  was  not  in  effect  during  much  of  1942  on 
many  commodities  and  did  not  or  could  not  control  prices  of  others.  1942  as  a  whole  is 
not  a  year  by  which  one  can  judge  the  effectiveness  of  the  control  of  prices  of  farm  pro- 
ducts. As  I  see  it,  price  control  will  not  prevent  farm  prices  from  rising,  especially 
prices  of  those  products  for  which  there  is  a  great  need.    Therefore  1  believe  farm  prices

More  Milk  Needed 

Total  milk  production  in  the  United  States  during  1942  was  approximately  120 
bilhon  pounds,  or  about  4  per  cent  more  than  was  produced  in  1941 .  In  Pennsylvania 
the  estimated  production  was  slightly  over  5  billion  pounds,  and  likewise  about  4  per 
cent  more  than  was  produced  in  1941 .  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Wickard  has  asked  for 
TolrTL*  increase  m  milk  production  in  the  United  States  and  in  Pennsylvania  during 
1943.  although  the  total  need  for  dairy  products  is  expected  to  exceed  this  requested 
production. 

The  inability  to  meet  current  military,  lend-lease,  and  domestic  consumer  demand 
even  with  record  total  milk  production,  resulted  in  a  series  of  orders  issued  during  recent 
weeks  designed  to  curtail  civilian  consumption.  On  November  3  manufacturers  were 
required  to  set  aside  90  percent  of  the  spray-dried  skim  milk  produced  for  delivery  to 
specified  government  agencies.  On  November  20  the  War  Production  Board  froze 
half  of  the  supply  of  butter  in  storage  at  the  35  principal  markets.  On  November  25 
retail  sales  of  whipping  or  other  cream  containing  more  than  19  per  cent  butterfat  pro- 
hibited. On  December  4  the  quantity  of  milk  solids  used  in  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream 
or  other  frozen  desserts  during  December  and  January  was  limited  to  60  per  cent  of  that 
used  in  October  1942.  On  January  6.  1943  Secretary  Wickard  directed  manufacturers 
of  creamery  butter  to  set  aside  30  per  cent  of  their  monthly  production  for  direct  war 
requirements  beginning  February  1,  1943. 

These  actions,  plus  dwindling  stocks  and  the  scarcity  of  some  dairy  products  at 
retail,  indicate  the  critical  supply  situation  at  the  moment.  Demand  will  continue 
strong  so  long  as  the  war  lasts  and  probably  for  some  time  afterwards.  It  will  be  great 
enough  to  take  at  good  prices  all  milk  that  can  be  produced.  The  prices  that  will  be 
forthcoming  will  depend  on  ration  and  price  controls. 

Numbers  of  Dairy  Cows 

The  number  of  milk  cows  on  farms  on  January  1,  1943  or  the  average  number  that 
will  be  on  farms  during  1 943  are  as  yet  unknown.  There  seems  to  be  conflicting  evidence 
as  to  the  available  number.  Official  estimates  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
indicate  that  there  will  be  a  small  increase  in  the  number  of  milk  cows  (Figure  3). 
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On  the  other  hand,  many  people  believe  that  more  than  the  usual  number  of  dairymen 
have  sold  their  herds  and  are  no  longer  producing  milk.  The  uncertain  element  is  whether 
or  not  the  cows  sold  by  dairymen  were  slaughtered  or  went  into  the  herds  of  other 
dairymen.  In  any  event,  the  change  in  the  number  of  dairy  cows  on  farms  since  a  year 
ago  is  probably  not  large.  Even  if  there  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cows  in  Penn- 
sylvania it  will  not  be  more  than  enough  to  obtain  a  2  per  cent  increase  in  milk  production 
if  production  per  cow  remains  the  same  as  in  1942.

Production  Per  Cow 

Improved  breeding  and  feeding  have  produced  a  long  time  increase  in  the  average 
production  per  cow.  During  short  periods  price  conditions  are  a  powerful  influence  in 
determining  average  production.  Production  per  cow  in  Pennsylvania  declined  rapidly 
from  1931  to  1933  because  it  was  unprofitable  for  most  dairymen  to  produce  milk.    With

year  1942  production  per  cow  in  the  United  States  and  in  Pennsylvania  was  the  highest 
on  record.  In  the  United  States  average  production  per  cow  was  about  1  per  cent  higher 
than  in  1941.  In  Pennsylvania  production  per  cow  in  1942  averaged  about  2  per  cent 
more  than  in  1941 .  In  Pennsylvania  about  one-half  the  increase  in  total  milk  production 
in  1 942  over  1 94 1  was  obtained  by  higher  production  per  cow. 

Production  per  cow  is  difficult  to  predict.  Last  year  pasture  conditions  were  good, 
and  although  we  hope  for  the  same  conditions  in  1943  it  is  not  likely  that  they  will  be 
so.  Other  factors  such  as  labor  and  availability  of  feed  and  equipment  may  operate  to 
keep  production  per  cow  from  rising.

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Prices  of  Cattle 

Prices  of  dairy  cattle  have  been  rising  for  a  number  of  years.  In  December  1942 
prices  of  dairy  cows  in  Pennsylvania  were  at  the  highest  level  since  December  1929. 
and  were  2 1  per  cent  higher  than  in  December  1 94 1 .  The  purchasing  power  of  the  prices 
of  dairy  and  beef  cattle  tends  to  fluctuate  in  cycles  (Figure  5).  During  the  last  year 
prices  of  cattle  increased  rather  rapidly,  but  because  other  prices  also  advanced  the 
purchasing  power  of  catde  increased  much  less  than  prices.  If  purchasing  power  con- 
tinues to  fluctuate  in  cycles  it  will  decline  during  the  next  few  years.  Prices  may  remain 
at  or  near  present  levels  during  the  war,  but  purchasing  power  may  decline  if  other 
prices  rise  in  relation  to  cattle  prices.    This  occurred  during  World  War  I.

The  Feed  Situation 

For  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  the  1 942  growing  season  was  very  favorable  and 
crop  production  broke  all  existing  records.  Crop  yields  per  acre  in  the  United  States  in 
1942  were  36  per  cent  above  the  1923-32  pre-drought  average  yields  (Figure  6).  In  the 
preceding  year,  1941,  crop  yields  were  21  per  cent  higher  than  the  pre-drought  average

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Because  of  record  crops  in  1942  and  a  sizeable  carryover,  the  feed  grain  supply  i 
the  largest  in  history.    But  the  need  for  feed  is  unusually  high  because  livestock  numbers 
are  very  high  and  are  still  increasing,  and  most  types  of  livestock  are  being  fed  liberally. 

According  to  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  the  supply  of  feed  grains  per 
grain-consuming  animal  unit  is  about  the  same  as  last  year's  supply,  and  17  per  cent 
higher  than  the  1931-40  average  (Figure  7).  Even  with  this  large  supply,  feed  grain 
prices  rose  during  the  last  year.  Liberal  feeding  of  the  large  numbers  of  livestock  may 
cause  the  supply  to  disappear  faster  than  is  now  expected.  The  supply  available  during 
the  latter  part  of  1943  will  depend  largely  on  growing  conditions  during  the  coming  crop 
year. 

The  protein  feed  situation  is  not  as  favorable  as  for  feed  grains,  even  with  relatively 
large  crops  of  soy  beans,  peanuts  and  other  crops.  Feed  manufacturers  have  experienced 
difficulty  in  obtaining  supplies  and  some  have  been  forced  to  reduce  the  protein  content 
of  some  of  their  formulae  or  to  discontinue  some  of  them  entirely.  The  trouble  seems  to 
be  one  of  processing  facilities  rather  than  of  supply.  No  matter  what  the  cause,  it  is 
resulting  in  shortages  which  may  continue  for  some  time. 

In  the  light  of  this  situation,  with  the  ever  present  danger  of  transportation  dif- 
ficulties, dairy  feeds  in  the  East  are  not  likely  to  get  cheaper  and  may  become  more 
expensive.  Maintaining  an  adequate  feed  inventory  on  farms  should  prove  to  be  good 
business.

Labor 

One  of  the  most  pressing  problems  that  dairymen  faced  in  1942  was  the  shortage  of 
labor.  It  likely  will  continue  to  be  the  most  serious  problem  in  1943.  In  Pennsylvania, 
from  October  1941  to  October  1942  wages  of  hired  men  with  board  increased  20  per  cent 
and  wages  without  board  increased  26  per  cent.  Inability  to  get  satisfactory  labor 
was  even  more  serious  than  the  cost.

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milk  produced  in  the  State  is  marketed  in  Philadelphia  and  some  in  New  York  City 
and  is  included  in  determining  the  1 1  per  cent  rise,  it  is  obvious  that  prices  paid  to  many 
farmers  in  our  state  rose  much  less  than  1 1  per  cent. 

During  the  year  1 942  prices  paid  for  wholesale  milk  rose  less  than  prices  for  mos  t 
other  products.  Also,  prices  received  by  many  Pennsylvania  dairymen  did  not  increase 
as  much  as  prices  in  the  Philadelphia  or  New  York  City  markets.  There  are  several 
reasons  why  wholesale  milk  prices  did  not  rise  as  much  as  prices  of  many  other  farm 
products,  but  why  should  prices  rise  more  rapidly  in  some  markets  than  in  others? 

Prices  paid  to  milk  producers  in  Pennsylvania,  except  for  those  shipping  to  Phila- 
delphia or  New  York  City,  are  established  by  the  Pennsylvania  Milk  Control  Com- 
mission under  the  authority  of  a  law  of  the  Commonwealth.  During  this  last  year  the 
Commission  has  had  a  particularly  difficult  task  because  of  federal  price  controls  and 
rapidly  changing  economic  conditions,  and  for  other  reasons.  It  is  my  belief  that  price 
changes  under  a  price  control  setup  must  be  slow.  1  would  expect  most  control  agencies 
to  raise  prices  more  slowly  than  prices  in  an  uncontrolled  market  would  rise,  and  to 
lower  them  less  rapidly  than  prices  would  ordinarily  decline.  This  is  the  nature  of 
control,  which  involves  hearings  and  much  other  legal  procedure  before  an  order  can  be 
issued  and  become  effective. 

I  believe  that  the  principal  long-run  effect  of  milk  control  is  to  require  all  dealers 

in  a  given  area  to  pay  equal  prices  for  a  given  class  and  quality  of  milk.     Of  course 

control  agencies  can  do  much  to  eliminate  underpayments  and  other  practices  that  lower 

prices  to  producers.     I  do  not  believe  our  Commission,  a  federal  order,  or  any  other  milk 

control  a'^enc^'  can  Ion''  maintain  a  ^^rice  that  is  far  out  of  line  with  the  price  that  the 

market  would  automatically  establish.     Believing  as  I  do,  I  think  all  prices  established 

in  orders  should  be  on  a  formula  basis  rather  than  fixed  prices.     The  various  formulae 

should  be  so  based  on  quoted  prices  of  dairy  products  that  as  economic  conditions  in 

general,  or  conditions  within  the  dairy  industry  in  particular  change  there  will  be  an 

automatic  change  in  the  appropriate  prices  paid  to  producers.     Personally.  1  believe 

those  markets  regulated  by  orders  which  fixed  prices  of  Class  1  milk  by  formula  were  in 

much  better  position  to  receive  prompt  upward  adjustment  in  prices  this  past  year  than 

markets  regulated  by  orders  containing  fixed  prices. 

Formula  pricing  can  be  most  easily  applied  to  milk  that  goes  into  manufactured 
products.  But  in  so  far  as  is  possible  the  formulae  should  be  devised  so  that  the  resulting 
prices  paid  for  this  milk  are  on  a  competitive  basis  at  all  times.  A  formula  does  little 
good  if  it  does  not  promptly  change  the  price  of  milk  in  proportion  to  changes  in  market 
conditions.  In  so  far  as  possible  producers  should  receive  competitive  prices  for  all  milk 
going  into  the  lower  classes.  The  simplest  way  to  do  this  under  control  is  by  using  ade- 
quate formulae. 

In  the  case  of  Class  I  milk  the  formula  basis  is  more  difficult  to  apply  accurately, 
especially  in  Pennsylvania  where  the  Commission  is  required  to  establish  resale  prices. 
Here  I  would  suggest  that  this  latter  provision  be  removed  from  the  law.  Even  if  this 
were  not  done,  would  it  not  be  possible  to  establish  resale  as  well  as  producer  prices  on  a 
formula?  Every  time  market  conditions  called  for  a  change  in  the  price  of  fluid  milk  the 
formula  could  tie  a  given  change  in  the  price  of  Class  I  milk  to  a  change  of  V2  cent  per 
quart  at  resale. 

I  appreciate  that  my  suggestions  call  for  somewhat  more  complicated  orders,  but  I 
believe  that  in  the  long  run  they  will  treat  all  parties  concerned — producers,  dealers  and 
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consumers-more  equitably  than  our  present  system  of  establishing  prices  at  what  seem

In  periods  of  falling  price,  and  depres 
sion.  dairymen  and  other  busmess  men  stay  in  business  even  though  they  are  not  re- 
T7  *^"Z°"'  Production  They  choose  to  do  so  because  they  expecf  better  days 
ahead  and  because  there  is  httle  else  they  can  do.  In  such  times  open  market  prices  are 
below  average  cost  of  production,  and  I  would  expect  that  prices  set  by  control  agencies 
would  be  below  average  cost  of  production.  Under  these  conditions  the  price  necessary 
to  keep  the  market  supplied  is  below  the  average  cost  of  production. 

On  the  other  hand,  current  conditions  are  much  different.  Some  dairymen  can  shift 
to  production  of  other  livestock  such  as  hogs,  which  appear  to  be  more  profitable  at 
this  time.  Others,  because  of  labor  and  other  difficulties,  may  choose  to  sell  «,me  cows 
m  order  to  redu«5  the  dairy  to  a  size  that  the  family  can  care  for.  Other,  see  good  op- 
portunities m  defense  work  or  in  other  positions  and  therefore  sell  their  herds  in  order  to 
accept  such  employment.  Still  others  may  believe  that  current  prices  make  this  an  op- 
portune  time  to  sell  out  and  retire.  These  conditions  prevail  on  dairy  farms  at  the  same 
time  that  there  is  need  for  milk  far  in  excess  of  present  ability  to  produce  The  price 
necessary  to  prevent  dairy  cows  from  being  slaughtered  and  skilled  farmers  from  leaving 
farms  at  this  time  is  likely  to  be  considerably  in  excess  of  the  average  cost  of  production 
It  may  be  so  high  as  to  return  to  the  least  efficient  dairymen  a  price  equivalent  to  their 
costs  of  production  The  price  certainly  must  be  higher  than  the  average  costs  of  pro- 
duction if  milk  production  is  to  be  increased  in  1943. 

Summary 
Prices  of  most  farm  products  have  risen  under  the  stimulus  of  war.     Even  with 
some  price  control  during  part  of  1942.  prices  of  farm  products  during  the  current  war 
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have  risen  much  the  same  as  during  World  War  I.    They  will  probably  increase  in  1943, 
but  not  as  much  as  in  1942  or  in  1918,  the  comparable  year  in  World  War  I. 

The  year  ahead  will  be  one  in  which  the  needs  for  milk  for  our  armed  forces,  lend- 
lease,  and  domestic  consumption  will  outrun  the  most  optimistic  estimates  of  production. 
The  number  of  milk  cows  available  may  be  somewhat  larger  than  the  number  in  1942. 
Production  per  cow  has  increased  and  has  been  high.  It  is  improbable  that  price  rela- 
tionships, pasture  conditions  and  availability  of  labor,  feed  and  equipment  will  be  as 
favorable  for  high  milk  production  as  they  were  in  1942.  Therefore,  it  will  be  fortunate 
if  1942  production  per  cow  can  be  maintained. 

Feed  supplies  are  large,  but  needs  are  also  large.  Liberal  feeding  of  the  high  num- 
bers of  livestock  may  cause  the  supply  of  feedstuffs  to  disappear  faster  than  expected. 
The  supply  available  in  the  latter  part  of  1 943  will  depend  largely  on  the  coming  growing 
season. 

Labor  and  equipment  have  been  difficult  to  obtain,  and  probably  will  remain  so  for 
the  duration  of  the  war.  Much  of  the  solution  of  the  labor  shortage  will  have  to  come 
from  local  communities. 

Milk  Prices  have  moved  upward  but  not  as  much  as  prices  of  many  other  farm 
products.  The  expansion  of  the  use  of  formula  pricing  in  milk  control  orders  may  help 
to  keep  prices  in  line  with  the  price  necessary  to  get  production.  Pricing  milk  on  a 
basis  of  cost  of  production  is  a  difficult  requirement  to  meet  under  any  circumstances. 
Under  depression  conditions  prices  usually  are  lower  than  costs.  During  present  condi- 
tions it  seems  that  prices  paid  farmers  for  milk  m^ust  be  above  average  costs  of  production 
in  order  to  prevent  the  slaughter  of  dairy  cows  and  the  migration  of  skilled  farmers  and 
skilled  labor  from  farms.

Dairy  farming  in  wartime  is  not  very  different  from  dairy  farming  in  peacetime. 
Dairy  farmers  get  more  for  milk  and  butterfat  but  everything  they  have  to  buy  or  hire 
costs  more.  The  dairy  farmer  who  raises  his  own  feed  and  does  all  his  own  work  is 
probably  better  off  financially  in  wartime,  but  the  dairy  farmer  who  buys  a  great  deal 
of  feed  and  hires  most  of  his  labor  may  be  just  as  well  off,  or  better  off.  in  peacetime. 

The  Government  has  asked  the  dairy  industry  to  produce  more  milk  this  year  than 
last,  to  cover  both  domestic  and  foreign  needs.  The  goal  this  year  is  some  2  percent 
greater  than  the  amount  produced  last  year,  but  this  goal  represents  the  amount  that 
it  seems  possible  to  produce,  rather  than  the  much  larger  amount  that  could  be  used 
advantageously.  So  far  as  1  know,  the  Government  does  not  expect  dairy  farmers  to 
follow  uneconomical  practices  in  order  to  produce  more  milk.  The  idea  seems  to  be  to 
produce  just  as  much  milk  as  it  will  pay  to  produce.  Fortunately  the  relationships  of 
milk  and  feed  are  such  that  it  will  pay  dairy  farmers,  as  a  rule,  to  maintain  or  increase 
production  rather  than  to  cut  down  on  production. 

With  all  our  figuring  on  monetary  returns,  however,  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  the 
fact  that  the  big  job  is  to  get  more  production,  by  one  means  or  another.  And  if  it 
should  happen  that  a  farmer  increases  his  production  by  dint  of  hard  work,  more  pains- 
taking care  of  his  herd  or  heavier  feeding,  whithout  adequate  financial  reward,  he  will 
sti»*  i«av6  the  satisfaction  of  having  performed  a  patriotic  service. 

In  dairy  farming  there  are  bottlenecks  just  the  same  as  there  are  in  other  lines  of 
business.  Just  now  there  are  two  or  three  bottlenecks  that  interfere  with  maximum 
milk  production.  One  is  the  scarcity  of  labor.  This  is  serious  and  I  have  no  remedy  to 
suggest.  The  methods  of  producing  milk  and  of  raising  the  feed  for  the  dairy  herd  are 
pretty  well  standardized  and  it  does  not  appear  possible  to  produce  as  much  or  more  milk 
than  has  been  produced  in  previous  years,  with  less  labor.  The  only  practicable  way  that 
I  know  of  to  save  labor  in  the  production  of  milk  is  to  substitute  machinery  for  men. 
As  you  know,  limitations  have  been  placed  upon  the  manufacture  of  all  farm  equipment 
and  machinery,  so  it  appears  to  me  that  dairymen  will  just  have  to  let  some  of  the  less 
essential  jobs  go  undone  and  concentrate  their  available  labor  on  milk  production.  The 
shortage  of  labor  will  probably  mean  that  the  farmstead  will  not  be  kept  in  as  good 
order  as  in  previous  years,  the  weeds  will  not  be  mowed,  hedges  will  not  be  trimmed, 
the  bam  will  not  be  painted,  the  fences  will  not  be  kept  in  the  same  good  repair,  and  so  on! 

Another  bottleneck  is  the  scarcity  of  high-protein  feeds.  It  appeared  a  few  months 
ago  that  there  would  be  plenty  of  high-protein  feeds  for  all  livestock.  Now  it  develops 
that  there  is  a  critical  shortage.  Since  there  appears  to  be  no  way  to  increase  the  present 
available  supply  of  high-protein  feeds,  the  only  alternative  is  to  make  them  go  as  far 
as  possible.  I  would  suggest  that  dairy  farmers  discontinue  using  a  feed  containing  as 
much  as  24  percent  of  protein.  When  dairy  cows  were  being  fed  very  small  amounts 
of  grain  along  with  low-protein  roughage  24  percent  of  protein  in  the  grain  mixture 
was  no  excessive.  But  now  when  they  are  being  fed  much  heavier  it  is  a  waste  of  protein 
to  use  a  24  percent  mixture.  1 1  is  my  opinion  that  no  one  at  present  should  use  a  mixture 
containing  more  than  18  percent  protein  and  if  legume  hays  or  legume  silages  make  up 
part  or  all  of  the  roughage  the  percentage  of  protein  in  the  grain  ration  can  be  cut  to  16 
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or  even  12  percent  without  lowering  the  production  of  milk.  Experiments  at  the  Ohio 
and  Cornell  Elxperiment  Stations  show  that  the  quantity  of  protein  can  be  reduced  with- 
out materially  affecting  the  quantity  of  milk  produced.  Besides  it  will  be  only  a  few 
months  until  the  pasture  season  begins,  when  there  will  again  be  plenty  of  protein  for 
the  cows.  In  view  of  the  uncertainty  that  there  will  be  enough  high-protein  feeds  next 
winter  it  would  be  well  for  dairy  farmers  to  plan  now  to  produce  plenty  of  legume  hay 
this  summer,  say  V/i  tons  for  each  milking  cow.  With  this  quantity  of  hay,  or  its 
equivalent  in  legume  silage  on  hand  he  would  not  need  to  worry  over  inability  to  buy 
soybean  or  cottonseed  meal. 

A  year  ago  some  of  us  got  together  and  outlined  1 1  ways  to  step  up  milk  production. 
The  suggestions  in  that  outline  are  the  basis  of  my  talk  this  morning.  The  first  of  these 
suggestions  is  to  feed  more  grain.  In  the  past  year  and  at  present  the  farmers  have  done 
and  are  doing  just  that.  According  to  our  information  farmers  are  feeding  their  dairy 
cows  heavier  than  they  have  ever  done  before.  My  suggestion  now  is  to  keep  up  the 
liberal  feeding  of  grain.  It  appears  that  the  average  dairy  cow  is  being  fed  about  all  the 
grain  that  it  will  pay  to  feed  her,  but  no  doubt  there  are  farmers  here  and  there  who  can 
profitably  feed  more  than  they  are  now  feeding. 

Last  year  our  Department,  in  cooperation  with  10  State  Experiment  Stations, 
among  them  your  own  experiment  station,  completed  the  biggest  controlled  feeding 
experiment  with  dairy  cows  ever  conducted  in  the  United  States,  if  not  in  the  world. 
The  object  was  to  find  out  how  heavy  it  pays  to  feed  dairy  cows,  at  varying  prices  for 
the  feed  and  product.  I  am  not  going  into  this  in  detail  because  the  results  1  have  are  a 
composite  of  the  results  from  all  10  stations.  The  results  that  Professor  Borland  has 
lAv/iAA  jrOui  sjhjx  oicALion  arc  itKCij'  to  i.^c:  iiiv/ic  appitcauic  tu  your  conctitions  than  tne  results 
that  I  would  give  you,  so  if  he  should  tell  you  something  different  from  what  I  do,  take 
his  suggestions  in  preference  to  mine. 

I  think  the  most  important  thing  we  found  out  is  how  cows  respond  in  milk  produc- 
tion to  an  increase  in  feed.  For  example,  we  found  that  when  a  certain  amount  of  grain 
was  added  to  the  ration  of  the  cows  that  were  being  rather  scantily  fed,  milk  production 
increased  about  P/j  pounds  for  each  1  pound  of  added  grain;  but  as  we  increased  the 
quantity  of  grain,  the  increase  in  milk  production  per  unit  of  added  grain  became  less 
and  less  as  the  feeding  of  grain  was  pushed  to  higher  levels.  By  knowing  how  much  milk 
is  produced  by  the  added  grain  it  is  possible  for  us  to  estimate  rather  closely  how  heavy 
it  pays  to  feed.  Now  to  put  this  information  in  terms  that  c€m  be  applied  by  the  dairy 
farmer,  we  must  take  into  consideration  the  kind  and  qucmtity  of  roughage  consumed  as 
well  as  the  cost  of  the  feed  and  the  value  of  the  product. 

1  f  you  are  feeding  all  the  good  roughage  the  cows  can  eat  (and  by  good  roughage  I 
mean  well-cured  hay,  preferably  alfalfa,  and  good,  well-earned  com  silage)  and  the 
price  of  100  pounds  of  grain  does  not  exceed  60  percent  of  what  you  are  getting  for  100 
pounds  of  4%  milk,  you  can  profitably  feed  as  much  as  I  F>ound  of  grain  to  each  l^/i 
pounds  of  milk  produced.  If  the  price  of  100  pounds  of  grain  does  not  exceed  75  percent 
of  what  you  are  getting  for  100  pounds  of  4%  milk,  you  can  profitably  feed  as  much  as 
1  pound  of  grain  for  each  3  pounds  of  milk  produced.  The  Hay  Inspection  Office  in 
Waishington  tells  us  that  the  hay  produced  over  the  eastern  part  of  the  United  States 
this  year  is  much  poorer  in  quality  than  usual,  because  of  the  rains  at  the  time  of  har- 
vesting the  hay.  It  is  doubtful,  therefore,  if  many  of  you  have  the  high  quality  of 
roughage  1  just  mentioned.  In  that  case  you  ccm  feed  as  much  as  1  pound  of  grain  to  2  V2 
pounds  of  milk  so  long  as  the  price  of  1 00  pounds  of  grain  does  not  exceed  85  percent  of 
the  value  of  100  pounds  of  4^  milk. 
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^^^  "^''t  °"«  °f  '»>«  ' '  ways  we  suggested  for  increasing  milk  production  was  to 
feed  more  heavily  m  summer  and  fall.  We  suggested  this  because  a  survey  of  dairy- 
herd-improvement-association  records  in  12  states  showed  conclusively  that  the  greatest 
slump  m  mdk  production  occurs  in  summer  and  fall.  In  all  of  the  States,  except  tho«= 
in  the  far  West,  or  the  Rocky  Mountain  region,  milk  production  follows  a  somewhat 
general  pattern.  In  making  this  study  we  arranged  the  records  in  a  way  to  eliminate  the 
mfluence  of  the  stage  of  lactation.  The  results  then  were  considered  due  entirely  to  the 
mfluence  of  season.  Starting  with  the  month  of  January,  milk  production  gradually 
but  slowly  mcreased  until  the  pasture  season,  when  it  rose  markedly.  But  instead  of 
continuing  at  this  high  level  while  the  cows  were  on  grass,  production  declined  very  soon 
1  he  declme  was  almost  as  rapid  as  the  increase  that  occurred  when  the  cows  were  first 
put  on  pasture.    Moreover   the  decline  did  not  stop  when  the  pastures  improved  in  the 

^"'  '' <=°""""«'  "'"wly  until  the  low  point  was  reached,  on  the  average,  in  die 
month  of  November.  Then  production  gradually  started  to  increase  again.  To  our 
way  of  thinking  this  shows  that  the  most  trying  period  in  the  year  for  dairy  cows  is 
the  summer  and  fall.  It  has  been  our  personal  experience  that  our  own  cow,  almost 
invariably  lose  weight  and  decrease  in  production  during  that  period. 

The  next  question  is  what  is  the  cause  of  this  decline  and  how  can  it  be  remedied? 
Weather  has  somethmg  to  do  with  it.  We  know  this  because  we  compared  the  produc- 
tion from  dairy-herd-improvement-association  cows  in  these  12  States  with  the  produc- 
tion of  cows  that  were  subjected  to  similar  weather  conditions  but  that  were  fed  the 
same  m  the  summer  as  in  the  winter.  That  is  to  say,  they  did  not  receive  any  past- 
urage. These  cows  showed  a  decline  in  milk  production  as  the  summer  heat  increased 
1  hey  reached  a  low  point  in  July,  when  the  weather  was  hottest,  rather  than  later  on

We  mterpreted  these  results  to  mean  that  the  main  reason  for  the  summer  slump  in 
milk  production  is  a  shortage  of  feed. 

The  remedy,  of  course,  is  to  give  the  cows  more  feed.  This  can  be  done  by  heavy 
eedmg  of  gram,  but  it  can  be  done  more  cheaply  by  providing  more  pasturage  or  by 
feedmg  roughage  such  as  hay  or  silage.  When  Professor  Borland  wrote  to  me  about 
appearing  on  your  program  he  suggested  that  I  say  something  about  pastures  and  grass 
silage.  Much  of  the  experimental  work  with  pastures  appears  to  have  only  a  local 
application,  so  I  wHl  not  say  very  much  about  pastures  because  the  results  we  have 
obtained  at  Beltsville  may  not  apply  to  conditions  generally  over  your  State. 

Permanent  pastures  of  bluegrass  and  clover,  we  know,  cannot  be  depended  upon  to 
provide  enough  feed  in  the  summer  and  fall  so  if  oats  are  planted  for  supplemental 
grazmg  they  should  be  sown  in  time  to  be  ready  to  pasture  when  the  bluegrass  begin, 
to  lose  Its  value.  The  oats  could  be  followed  with  another  pasture  of  Sudan  grass 
1  emporary  pasture  crops  are  expensive  to  raise  because  of  the  plowing  and  seeding  that 
must  be  done  every  year.  Perhaps  your  extension  agronomist,  or  your  county  agent 
would  have  more  practicable  plans  to  suggest.  It  is  just  possible  that  you  could  pasture 
the  growth  that  comes  on  after  hay  is  harvested  from  fields  of  timothy,  Udino  clover, 
or  alfalfa  and  m  this  way  provide  the  cows  with  as  much  pasturage  as  they  need.  The 
best  of  schemes,  however,  are  likely  to  prove  inadequate  in  case  of  a  protracted  dry 
spell,  n  that  case  you  must  resort  to  bam  feeding,  and  one  of  the  good  feeds  to  use  is 
grass  silage. 

There  is  no  magic  in  the  making  of  grass  silage.  If  the  proper  methods  are  used  the 
silage  will  be  uniformly  good.  A  dairy  farmer  is  not  taking  any  chance  when  he  puts  the 
hay  crop  m  the  silo  if  he  goes  about  it  in  the  right  way.    We  look  upon  grass  silage  a.

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Ordinarily  on  a  good  drying  day  one  or  two  hours  will  be  enough.  Our  results  show 
that  the  dividing  line  between  leakage  and  non-leakage  and  bad  odors  and  good  odors 
is  about  68  percent  of  moisture.  The  idea  then  is  to  reduce  the  moisture  content  from 
say  75  percent  or  more,  which  is  about  what  the  green  crop  would  contain,  to  68  percent 
or  a  little  less.  In  order  that  farmers  may  be  able  to  have  something  to  go  by  until  they 
can  learn  to  judge  the  moisture  content  satisfactorily  merely  by  observation,  we  have 
prepared  a  device  which  works  on  the  principle  that  the  pressure  required  to  press  juice 
from  a  crop  is  inversely  proportional  to  the  qusmtity  of  moisture  in  the  crop.  This 
device  is  merely  a  2  inch  piece  of  pipe  with  holes  drilled  in  the  lower  part,  with  a  wooden 
plunger  to  which  pressure  is  applied.  If  as  much  as  1  drop  is  squeezed  out  of  the  crop 
through  any  one  of  the  holes  in  the  pipe,  then  the  crop  has  a  moisture  content  in  excess 
of  about  68  percent  and  you  can  expect  leakage  of  juice  from  the  silo.  Directions  for 
constructing  and  using  this  device  can  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Bureau  of  Dairy 
Industry.  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  Washington.  D.  C.  So  far  the  directions 
for  using  the  device  have  been  prepared  only  for  the  legumes,  as  alfalfa,  clover,  and 
soybeans,  but  before  next  spring  we  expect  to  be  able  to  put  out  directions  that  will 
apply  to  crops  other  than  the  legumes. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  the  moisture  content  is  more  important  with  legumes  than  with 
the  true  grasses  and  cereals.  Oats,  barley  and  rye,  timothy,  orchard  grass  and  red  top 
can  be  put  in  the  silo  much  as  you  would  put  in  corn.  And  you  can  be  reasonably  as- 
sured that  if  the  free  juices  have  a  chance  to  drain  away  rather  readily  the  silage  will 
be  of  good  quality.  The  other  objections  to  the  leakage  of  juice,  however,  would  be  the 
same  as  they  are  with  the  use  of  legumes.  In  the  case  of  legumes  the  high-moisture 
silage  is  very  likely  to  have  a  bad  odor  and  to  undergo  fermentations  that  re«auc6  its 
palatability  and  its  feeding  value.  In  order  to  make  good  silage  from  such  crop  it  is 
essential  t)  add  some  sort  of  preservative  or  to  reduce  the  moisture  content  to  a  point 
wheri  there  will  be  no  free  juice  in  the  silo.  The  preservatives  used  in  the  past  are  now 
either  unavailable  or  are  very  expensive.  There  is  still  the  pos  ibiL  y  of  using  ground 
corn,  or  ground  corn  and  cob  meal,  or  salt.  The  use  of  say  200  pounds  of  ground  corn 
is  effective,  and  it  seems  to  be  effective  principally  because  it  soaks  up  th^  exce  s  moisture 
rather  than  because  it  may  increase  the  acidity  as  molasses  does.  The  salt  in  amounts 
of  1 5  to  20  pounds  per  ton  of  green  material  improves  the  odor  and  character  of  fermenta- 
tion with  the  high-moisture  legumes.  But  none  of  these  preservatives,  and  this  applies 
also  to  phosphoric  acid  and  molasses,  improves  the  quality  of  silage  any  more  than  merely 
reducing  the  moisture  content  before  the  crop  is  put  into  the  silo. 

Now  some  of  you  may  wonder  what  would  happen  if  the  moisture  is  reduced  too 
much.  The  lower  the  moisture  content  is  the  more  likelihood  there  is  for  mold  to 
develop,  because  of  the  failure  of  drier  material  to  pack  properly.  By  chopping  the 
crop  fine  and  protecting  the  top  silage  with  the  heaviest  green  material  we  can  find, 
we  can  make  good  silage  even  when  the  moisture  content  is  as  low  as  35  percent.  This 
moisture  content  is  about  as  low  as  we  could  have  and  avoid  the  loss  of  alfalfa  leaves  in 
handling.  We  do  not  advise  anyone  to  make  silage  with  as  little  moisture  as  35  percent, 
however,  because  of  the  danger  of  mold  developing  and  also  because  the  lower  the  mois- 
ture content  is  the  faster  the  silage  must  be  fed  out  to  prevent  heating  and  spoiling. 
It  is  our  recommendation,  therefore,  that  the  moisture  content  be  reduced  only  as  much 
as  is  necessary  to  avoid  the  leakage  of  juice  from  the  silo.  Complete  directions  for  making 
silage  from  the  different  hay  crops  are  available  from  the  Bureau  of  Dairy  Industry. 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  if  any  of  you  choose  to  write  for  them,  or  your  extension 
agronomist.  Mr.  Dickey,  can  give  you  the  information  on  putting  up  grass  silage.

.  .t^°*^;P°^*.  "  ""e«»»8  -niJk  production  is  to  allow  each  cow  a  dry  period  of 
about  8  weeks.  The  records  of  the  cows  that  we  used  in  establishing  the  optimum  dry 
period  averaged  around  350  pounds  of  butterfat  in  305  days.  It  would  seem  that  poorer 
producmg  cows  would  not  need  as  long  a  dry  period  as  8  weeks.  The  records  with  which 
we  worked  showed  that  if  cows  were  milked  right  up  to  calving  time  the  production  of 
milk  m  the  subsequent  lactation  was  reduced  by  as  much  as  15  percent.  If  they  were 
turned  dry  more  than  8  week,  before  calving,  more  milk  would  be  lost  in  the  current 
lactation  than  would  be  gained  in  the  subsequent  lactation.  For  cows  capable  of  pro- 
ducmg 350  pounds  m  305  days  and  calving  every  year  it  appeared  that  8  weeks  was  the 
optimum  length  of  dry  period.

production  of  more  milk.  Certam  other  practices  that  are  of  minor  importance  by  them- 
selves may.  when  taken  together,  be  of  considerable  consequence.  For  example,  having 
the  cows  calve  every  12  months  will,  year  in  and  year  out.  result  in  the  production  of 
more  milk  than  having  them  calve  less  frequently.  It  is  well  known  too  that  having  the 
cows  in  good  condition  at  calving  time  will  result  in  considerably  more  milk  after  calving 
than  if  the  cows  are  thin  at  the  time  of  calving. 

Cows  should  be  handled  gently  at  all  times.  One  can  go  into  a  dairy  where  the 
cows  are  bemg  handled  roughly,  driven  rapidly  to  and  from  pasture,  rushed  in  and  out 
of  the  barn,  and  without  looking  at  the  milk  weights,  he  can  safely  predict  that  the 
herd  IS  failmg  to  produce  satisfactory  quantities  of  milk.  Rough  handling  and  high 
production  simply  do  not  go  together. 

To  get  the  highest  production  it  is.  of  course,  necessary  to  keep  the  cows  com- 
fortab  e.  Expensive  barns  are  not  required.  The  essential  practices  in  proper  housing 
are  to  keep  the  cows  dry.  to  protect  them  from  cold  winds,  and  to  provide  ample  bedding 
It  seems  to  be  almost  as  important  to  make  arrangements  to  keep  cows  cool  in  the 
summer  as  to  keep  them  warm  in  the  winter.  An  abundance  of  water  is  one  of  the 
essentials.  Water  cups  have  been  found  to  increase  production  as  much  as  2  or  3  per- 
cent over  water  cows  at  a  tank  twice  a  day.  Cows  should  be  watered  after  they  have 
had  a  chance  to  eat  dry  feed  and.  in  the  winter  time,  preferably  with  water  from  which 
the  chill  has  been  removed. 

The  number  of  cows  has  more  to  do  with  the  quantity  of  production  than  any 
other  one  factor.  If  our  Government  is  going  to  succeed  in  getting  as  much  milk  as 
will  be  needed  for  all  wartime  outlets,  dairy  farmers  will  have  to  keep  more  milking 
cows.  Cows  that  under  ordinary  conditions  might  not  produce  enough  to  pay  for  their 
keep  will  under  present  conditions  produce  a  profit.  Less  rigid  culling  is  therefore  in 
order  at  present.  Furthermore,  the  numbers  of  milking  cows  may  be  increased  faster 
by  keeping  the  heifers  growing  rapidly,  so  they  can  be  bred  to  calve  at  a  younger  age

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THE  DAIRY  INDUSTRY  HAS  GONE 

TO  WAR 

Speech  given  by  Dr.  Harry  C.  Trelogan,  Dairy  and  Poultry 
Branchy  Food  Distribution  Administration. 

Dr.  Stitts  sincerely  regrets  his  inability  to  be  with  you  at  this  meeting  which  he  had 
looked  forward  to  attending  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure.  The  recent  reorganization 
within  the  Federal  Government  to  coordinate  the  Nation's  food  program  has  placed 
major  responsibility  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  As  you  may  have  read  in  the 
press,  the  Department's  food  program  is  being  reorganized  into  two  principal  divisions: 
the  Food  Production  Administration  and  the  Food  Distribution  Administration.  The 
Dairy  and  Poultry  Branch  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration  of  which  Dr. 
Stitts  is  Chief  is  being  incorporated  in  the  Food  Distribution  Administration.  No  doubt 
you  can  visualize  the  numerous  important  tasks  that  are  confronting  him  at  the  moment 
in  his  efforts  to  coordinate  the  work  of  the  dairy  industry  with  a  comprehensive  National 
Food  Program. 

Dr.  Stitts'  new  responsibilities  are  indicative  of  the  fact  that  the  dairy  industry  has 
gone  to  war.  You  know  this  from  the  problems  confronting  you  in  your  own  business. 
The  marked  changes  that  have  occurred  are  apparent  in  your  daily  operations.  They 
are  even  more  apparent  and  impressive  when  you  observe  the  tremendous  adjustments 
that  have  occurred  in  the  industry  as  a  whole. 

During  the  past  2  years  we  achieved  a  10  percent  increase  in  the  production  of 
milk.  An  expansion  in  the  aggregate  production  of  dairy  products  naturally  followed. 
Of  greater  significance,  however,  is  the  marked  alteration  in  the  relative  imp>ortance  of 
the  different  dairy  products  as  outlets  for  the  total  milk  supply.  Every  war  in  the 
past  has  seen  an  expansion  in  the  production  of  concentrated  milk  products.  This 
war  is  no  exception.  Dried  whole  milk  production,  which  has  held  a  minor  place  in  the 
scheme  of  dairy  products  for  many  years,  expanded  from  2 1  million  pounds  in  the  five 
year  period  1936-1940  to  65  million  pounds  in  1942.  Dried  skim  milk  production  like- 
wise increased  from  4 1 2  pounds  in  1 936-40  to  620  million  pounds  in  1 942.  Accompanying 
the  increase  in  powdered  skim  milk  production  has  been  a  marked  shift  from  animal 
feeding  to  human  consumption.  In  the  period  1936-40  some  140  million  pounds  or  35 
percent  of  dried  skim  milk  was  fed  to  animals,  whereas  only  50  million  pounds  or  8 
percent  was  used  for  animal  feeding  in  1942.  Condensed  milks  have  also  assumed 
greater  importance  particularly  in  the  utilization  of  skim  milk.  Part  of  this  expansion 
of  products  most  urgently  needed  for  the  war  represents  the  capture  for  human  consump- 
tion of  milk  ingredients  not  fully  utilized  heretofore.     It  has  been  accomplished  at  the 

same  time  as  the  domestic  use  of  fluid  milk  and  cream  w£is  increasing  by  nearly  3.5 
billion  pounds  in  terms  of  milk  and  milk  equivalents.  The  expansion  of  fluid  milk 
consumption  has  reached  the  point  where  it  is  having  a  significant  e^ect  upon  the  a- 
mount  of  milk  available  for  manufactured  products.  For  1942  as  a  whole,  however, 
butter  was  the  only  dairy  product  that  showed  a  decline  in  production. 

These  few  data  show  that  the  dairy  industry  has  gone  far  toward  war-time  adjust- 
ments but  we  have  much  further  to  go  toward  fully  meeting  our  war  requirements. 
The  reserves  available  to  cushion  the  shock  of  war  adjustmsnts  during  the  past  year 
have  largely  disappeared.  We  now  face  the  reality  of  having  to  make  daily  operations 
carry  the  war  job  on  a  current  basis. 
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Let  me  illustrate.  In  January  1942  we  had  1 14  million  pounds  of  butter  in  storage 
at  the  begmnmg  of  the  year,  which  together  with  current  production  was  enough  to 
supply  all  prospective  civilian,  military  and  lend-lease  requirements,  and  still  have  a 
sizeable  carryover  at  the  end  of  the  storage  season.  Today  our  stocks  of  butter  are  at 
the  lowest  ebb  on  record  for  this  time  of  the  year.    Gone  is  the  reserve  for  contingencies. 

Gone  is  the  customary  reserve  for  normal  civilian  consumption.  Gone  is  the  possi- 
bihty  for  delaying  necessary  adjustments  in  butter  distribution.  We  must  now  be  pre- 
pared to  suppy  our  war  needs  out  of  current  production.  This  same  situation  either 
now  prevails,  or  soon  will,  with  respect  to  every  other  dairy  product. 

One  way  to  approach  the  problem  is  to  increase  milk  production.  The  milk  pro- 
duction goal  for  1943  has  been  set  at  122  billion  pounds.  This  small  increase  of  some  2 
percent  over  1942  production  was  established  with  full  recognition  that  it  is  not  all  the 
milk  the  United  States  and  the  other  United  Nations  are  going  to  need  to  win  this  war 
That  figure  was  named  as  a  goal  for  the  dairy  industry  to  shoot  at  and  is  considered 
about  the  highest  production  we  could  possibly  attain  with  present  and  prospective 
manpower  and  cow  numbers. 

Actually  we  need  a  great  deal  more  milk.  Civilians  in  this  country  with  their 
present  purchasmg  power,  prevailing  ceiling  prices,  and  relative  shortages  of  some  other 
foods  such  as  coffee  and  meat,  would  alone  consume  more  than  122  billion  pounds  if 
their  demands  were  not  limited.  Military  and  Allied  requirements  call  for  at  least  18 
billion  pounds  of  milk  and  milk  equivalents  this  year  as  compared  with  7  billion  pounds 
'"^  ij  „  V°^^'*^^'''  ^^^  <>''ders  from  domestic,  civilian,  military,  and  Allied  sources 
would  call  for  140  billion  pounds  of  milk-a  production  you  will  all  recognize  as  being 
unobtainable  this  year. 

In  the  last  great  war  the  reaper  and  the  threshing  machine  were  the  main  symbols 
of  the  farmers  contribution  to  victory.  In  this  war  these  implements  have  been  dis- 
placed  by  the  milking  stool  and  milk  pail.  This  time  the  amount  of  wheat  we  are  sending 
abroad  is  but  a  fraction  of  what  we  sent  in  1917.  but  the  amount  of  dairy  products  we 
are  sending  is  ten  times  greater.  Still  we  must  supply  the  needs  of  our  military  forces 
and  our  home  consumers. 

.  ,n  J^'  ^^^  *^''  ^^''y™"  •"  *"  country  produced  a  record  high  of  milk  production— 
120  bilhon  pounds.  But  last  year  we  had  unprecedented  favorable  weather  and  pasture 
conditions  to  help  out.  We  can't  count  on  the  same  good  luck  again.  The  question  is 
how  can  we  attain  the  122  billion  pound  goal.  The  Government  is  teaming  up  with  the 
dairy  farmer  and  the  dairy  industry  as  a  whole  in  a  number  of  practical  programs  design- 
ed  to  get  the  job  done.  * 

Lets  look  first  at  the  matter  of  labor.  One  of  the  most  difficult  stumbling  blocks 
in  the  way  of  maximum  production  up  to  a  few  weeks  ago  was  the  drain  of  manpower 
from  the  Nation  s  farms.  Our  armed  forces  got  part  of  it.  and  our  plane  and  tank  factor- 
ies got  a  share.  Congress  has  now  broken  this  bottleneck  to  farm  production  by  providing 
that  skilled  workers  be  retained  on  essential  dairy  farms. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  gone  a  step  further  in  this  direction.  Realizing 
that  a  good  many  workers  had  left  dairy  farms  before  this  bill  was  passed,  the  Depart- 
ment IS  now  cooperating  with  the  United  States  Employment  Service  to  recruit  and  place 
workers  on  dairy  farms  where  the  labor  shortage  is  especially  critical. 

As  one  part  of  this  recruiting  plan,  we  launched  a  few  weeks  ago  an  experimental 
program  to  aid  farmers  on  submarginal  farms  in  the  poorer  farming  regions  to  move  into 
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better  farming  regions.     Of  course,  this  plan  is  voluntary,  applying  just  for  those  who 
want  to  move. 

As  a  starter  in  this  program.  60  farmers  left  their  homes  on  submarginal  farms  in 
Kentucky  during  the  week  of  November  27.  After  brief  training  at  the  agricultural 
college  m  Ohio,  they  will  move  on  as  year-round  workers  on  dairy  farms.  We  have  a 
similar  project  lined  up  for  Wisconsin. 

This  whole  scheme,  you  will  realize,  is  definitely  experimental.  But.  if  it  succeed*— 
and  there  is  belief  that  it  wiU-we  think  there  are  a  good  many  thousand  other  men  on 
submarginal  farms  who  would  like  to  follow  suit. 

Another  project  of  the  Department  is  designed  to  save  good  dairy  cows,  heifers 
and  calves  from  slaughter.  A  program  is  now  being  initiated  whereby  county  advisors 
of  the  Farm  Security  Administration  may  buy  up  any  good  dairy  cows  that  are  apt  to 
be  thrown  on  the  market  and  make  them  available  to  farms  that  have  manpower  to 
take  care  of  them. 

Price  supports  represent  another  phase  of  Government  activity  intended  to  help 
dairymen  achieve  the  122  billion  pound  milk  production  goal.  Insofar  as  possible,  the 
Food  Distribution  Administration  through  purchases  of  dairy  products  will  support 
prices  at  or  near  the  ceiling  levels  established  by  the  Office  of  Price  Administration. 
These  purchases  are  expected  to  make  it  possible  for  a  well  operated  dairy  plant  to  pay 
farmers  about  $2.45  per  100  pounds  for  whole  milk  with  a  3.5  percent  butterfat  content 
delivered  to  plants  for  manufacturing  purposes.  This  figure  is  a  representative  figure 
for  the  mid-Western  manufacturing  areas. 

In  addition  to  price  supports,  a  subsidy  program  was  recently  announced  to  attract 
more  milk  to  the  production  of  cheese.  Under  the  program  the  Government  will  pur- 
chase all  American  Cheddar  cheese  delivered  by  cheese  factories  on  the  basis  of  27 
cents  per  pound  (at  Plymouth,  Wisconsin)  and  sell  it  back  to  the  factories  immediately 
at  23%  cents  per  pound  (Plymouth  basis).  This  33/4  cents  subsidy  will  be  paid  to  cheese 
factories  on  condition  that  they  in  turn  prorate  these  payments  among  the  producers 
supplying  them  with  milk.  The  subsidy  program  should  permit  greater  production  of 
cheese  to  meet  mounting  military,  lend-lease,  and  domestic  requirements  without 
necessitating  an  increase  in  cheese  prices  to  consumers. 

In  addition  to  these  activities  for  increasing  milk  production  we  have  the  respon- 
sibility of  making  the  most  efficient  use  of  the  limited  available  milk  supplies.  This  is 
primarily  a  problem  of  directing  milk  into  the  production  of  those  dairy  products  most 
urgently  needed  for  the  war.  at  the  expense  of  other  products  considered  less  essential. 
Recent  orders  promulgated  for  this  purpose  include  Conservation  Order  M-259  pertaining 
to  cream  and  Conservation  Order  M-271  pertaining  to  ice  cream  and  related  products. 
The  cream  order  is  designed  to  curtail  the  use  of  milk  for  whipping  cream  and  the  ice 
cream  order  is  intended  to  reduce  the  consumption  of  both  butterfat  and  milk  solids- 
not-fat  in  frozen  milk  desserts.  In  its  present  form  the  ice  cream  order  is  temporary, 
being  adopted  as  an  expedient  to  quickly  save  butterfat  and  milk  solids-not-fat  and 
thereby  alleviate  apparent  shortages  of  butter,  milk  powder,  and  other  essential  dairy 
products.  A  permanent  order  designed  to  replace  Conservation  Order  M-27 1  and  adjust 
some  of  the  inequities  cuased  by  the  temporary  order  will  be  issued  soon. 

A  closely  related  group  of  orders  is  intended  to  direct  the  manufactured  dairy 
products  into  needed  war  uses.  Among  these  are  Conservation  Order  M-267  requiring 
that  50  percent  of  butter  in  warehouses  in  35  cities  be  set  aside  for  the  requirements  of 
Government  agencies,  and  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  2  requiring  that  30  percent  of 
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all  current  butter  production  be  set  aside  for  Government  purchase.  Another  closely 
related  order  is  Conservation  Order  DA-1  specifying  that  every  manufacturer  of  spray 
dried  skim  milk  set  aside  at  least  90  percent  of  his  production  for  Government  purchase. 

High  on  any  priority  list  pertaining  to  dairy  products  is  fluid  milk  for  direct  con- 
sumption. Up  to  this  point  the  price  advantages  available  for  milk  sold  through  market 
milk  channels  have  been  sufficient  to  permit  the  significant  increase  in  home  milk  con- 
sumption. Rising  prices  for  manufactured  dairy  products  have  caused  increased  pres- 
sure for  increases  in  the  prices  paid  to  farmers  for  market  milk.  Inasmuch  as  these 
farmers  produce  a  considerable  share  of  the  total  milk  production  it  is  desirable  to  in- 
crease the  prices  paid  to  them  as  a  means  of  encouraging  greater  milk  production  for  the 
country  as  a  whole.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  undertaken  the  development 
of  a  program  of  economies  in  the  marketing  of  milk  in  order  to  make  possible  some  of  the 
adjustments  in  prices  which  are  necessary.  The  primary  purpose  of  the  program  is  to 
maintain  and  if  possible  increase  the  production  of  milk  in  the  market  milksheds  and  at 
the  same  time  conserve  manpower,  rubber,  and  materials  without  entailing  increased 
costs  to  consumers.  The  subsidies  developed  in  a  few  markets  to  relieve  the  price 
squeezes  of  market  milk  have  been  discontinued.  Temporary  increases  in  consumer 
prices  will  be  permitted  in  lieu  of  subsidy  payments  to  allow  producers  prices  to  increase 
while  the  economies  are  being  effected.  Representatives  of  the  Food  Distribution 
Administration  in  individual  markets,  particularly  market  administrators  in  22  large 
Federal  order  areas,  have  been  authorized  and  directed  to  begin  work  immediately  with 
all  interested  groups  in  those  areas  to  develop  and  submit  local  and  regional  programs 
to  increase  efficiency  of  milk  distribution. 

However  acute  our  needs,  we  all  know  that  milk  production  cannot  be  turned  on 
iiwc  \^k%Atti AAif^  u  %.KAt^  v/A  vTuLCi.  dk  f^\^\jKx  AAK^Txi  Ajica.o  «.o  ijc  k.rUiic  up  uvci  tx  ^jcTiKjCX  oi  ycars,  anci 
good  breeding  carefully  encouraged.  Likewise  a  good  plant  operation  has  to  be  developed 
over  a  period  of  time.  But  we  are  now  at  war  and  the  enemy  does  not  wait.  Therefore, 
we  must  make  the  fullest  possible  use  of  available  resources.  This  is  equally  the  re- 
sponsibility of  Government  and  of  the  Dairy  industry.  The  Government  is  endeavoring 
to  do  its  part  expeditiously  and  with  the  least  disruption  to  the  industry.  We  want  and 
we  are  getting  help  and  counsel  from  all  branches  of  the  dairy  industry  on  ways  of  making 
our  efforts  more  effective.  But  the  real  job  is  out  in  the  pastures  and  the  barns,  it's  up 
to  you  farmers — to  you  dairymen. 

One  thing  you  can  do  is  maintain  the  size  of  your  present  herd  and  increase  it  if 
you  can  possibly  stretch  your  manpower  and  facilities  to  handle  more  cows.  It  may 
be  more  profitable  to  you  in  terms  of  money  to  cull  your  low-produccr«:  but  if  you  have 
the  labor,  it  is  patriotic  to  keep  on  milking  some  of  those  less  efficient  cows. 

But  even  assuming  you  save  the  cows  you  now  have,  we  still  haven't  enough  to 
produce  all  the  milk  we  need  under  present  production  methods.  The  only  other  ways 
to  get  more  milk  this  year  are.  first,  feed  the  cows  more  grain  and  hay  than  in  the  past, 
and.  second   where  practical,  milk  three  times  a  day. 

Dairy  plant  operators  likewise  can  make  a  great  contribution.  We  solicit  your  sup- 
port and  assistance  in  developing  the  milk  distribution  economy  measures  to  which  I 
have  referred.  We  ask  you  to  divert  milk  to  those  products  most  urgently  needed. 
And  we  seek  your  help  in  encouraging  farmers  to  increase  their  milk  production.  Acting 
as  field  men  in  your  contacts  with  farmers  you  can  help  in  the  relocation  of  cows  on  farms 
where  they  can  do  the  most  good. 

All  those  contributing  to  the  dairy  industry  play  a  vital  part  in  the  program  of 
Farm  Mobilization.     Now  that  dairymen  know  what  the  needs  of  the  country  are  and 
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understand  the  purposes  of  our  various  programs,  they  are  cooperating  whole  heartedly 
m  the  war  effort. 

You  know,  the  Axis  countries  have  an  ostrich-like  habit  of  reassuring  their  peoples 
by  saying  that  the  democracies  are  decadent,  that  our  business  men  are  profit-minded 
that  our  young  men  are  soft,  and  our  soldiers  cant  take  the  heat  of  modem  war      One 
piece  of  Jap  propaganda  I  read  recently  even  went  so  far  as  to  say  our  bombardiers  and 
tank  crews  have  milk  in  their  veins. 

About  that  last,  they-re  right.  They  do  have  milk  in  their  veins-and  the  precious 
nutriente  of  milk  that  keep  a  mans  hand  steady  on  his  gun  aud  his  eyes  sighted  straight 
towards  Victory  on  all  the  battle  fronts  of  the  world  between  San  Francisco  and  Tokyo 
and  between  Broadway  and  the  Wilhelmstrasse. 

It  is  up  to  us  to  see  that  they  keep  on  getting  it!

processed  foods  as  prepared  for  our  Armed  Forces. 
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Two  disaters  that  may  lead  to  surrender  or  death  can  befall  an  American  soldier 
on  the  battlefield. 

One  is  an  empty  gun.    The  other  is  an  empty  mess  plate.    Without  ammunition, 
he  is  defenseless.    Without  food,  he  is  equally  defenseless. 

You  can't  fight  very  long  with  an  empty  gun  and  you  can't  fight  very  long  on  an 
empty  stomach. 

The  Army  looks  to  the  workers  in  the  arsenals  and  munitions  factories  of  America 
to  keep  the  ammunition  belts  full.     No  one  else  can  fill  that  gap. 

The  Army  looks  to  the  farmers  of  America  to  keep  food  piled  on  the  mess  plates. 
No  one  but  the  farmers  can  fill  those  plates. 

We  in  the  Army  are  deeply  grateful  to  you  farmers  for  the  job  you  have  done  so 
far.  The  1 942  production  record  of  the  American  farmer  was  heartening  news  to  every 
man  in  uniform.  We  also  realize  the  job  ahead  of  you  in  1943  will  present  many  grave 
difficulties. 

The  United  States  Army  could  not  have  been  built  to  its  present  size  without  calling 
many  men  from  the  farm.  We  couldn't  build  enough  ships  and  tanks  without  taking 
some  of  the  steel  you  could  use  for  new  machinery. 

Such  things  are  part  of  the  price  we  must  pay  for  victory.  This  Farm  Mobilization 
Day  meeting  means  that  farmers  are  preparing  for  their  battles  and  preparing  to  win. 
In  this  total  war,  farmers  and  soldiers  are  brothers  in  arms. 

Food  is  one  of  our  most  powerful  weapons  in  this  war  of  survival  against  our  Jap 
and  Nazi  challengers. 

Anything  that  contributes  in  any  way  to  the  feeding,  supplying  and  upkeep  of  the 
United  States  Army,  destined  soon  to  number  7,500,000  men,  is  of  vital  importance. 

And  that  explains  why  1  am  here  speaking  to  you  today,  as  the  representative  of  the 
War  Department  whose  responsibility  it  is  to  see  that  the  United  States  Army  con- 
tinues to  be  the  best  equipped,  best  clad,  best  fed  army  in  the  world. 

History  is  replete  with  the  record  of  lost  battles — battles  lost  by  starving  armies. 

On  the  battlefield,  a  soldier  must  be  strong  and  fit.  His  body  must  be  like  the  body 
of  a  trained  athlete,  and  if  it  is.  you  needn't  worry  about  his  morale. 

That  soldier  must  endure  blistering  heat,  knee-deep  mud,  the  bitter  cold  that  comes 
after  nightfall,  the  wind  and  the  rain.  He  must  carry  loads  of  60  pounds  or  more  on 
his  back.     He  must  crawl  through  brambles  and  barbed  wire.

.can  soldier,  but  by  their  comrades  in  arm,  in  the  other  United  Nations  armies 
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Elach  month  we  ship  around  400  million  pounds  of  food  to  our  allies.  Planes,  tanks 
and  guns  aren't  the  only  weapons  we  put  into  their  hands  against  the  common  enemy. 

We  are  furnishing  them  with  food,  the  weapons  you  grow,  and  the  Japs  and  Nazi 
soldiers  our  allies  kill  are  Jap  and  Nazi  soldiers  who  will  never  oppose  the  soldier  sons 
of  America. 

Nor  must  we  overlook  the  food  we  ship  to  lands  whose  hungry  populations  may  be 
wavering  between  friendship  for  the  Axis  and  friendship  for  ourselves.  It  has  helped  to 
tip  the  scales  in  our  favor. 

Up  to  September  1,  1942,  more  than  3,300,000  tons  of  U.  S.  foodstuffs  had  been  laid 
down  at  American  por  ts,  ready  for  shipment  to  the  United  Nations.  U-boats  sank  some 
of  that  cargo  but  the  bulk  of  it  got  through. 

Around  18  percent  of  that  great  tonnage,  gathered  from  all  sections  of  our  country # 
was  eggs  and  dairy  products;  1 7  percent  was  meat,  fish  and  fowl;  1 5  percent  was  fruits, 
vegetables  and  nuts;  10  percent  was  lard,  oil  and  fats;  25  percent  was  grain  and  cereals. 

In  all  such  foreign  shipments,  we  lay  stress  upon  the  use  of  dehydrated  foods  to 
save  shipping  space. 

The  Army  Quartermaster  Corps  has  found  that  it  can  stow  two  tons  of  dehydrated 
sweet  potatoes  in  the  same  ship  space  which  would  hold  less  than  half  a  ton  of  the 
canned  variety. 

But  merely  to  feed  our  own  American  troops  on  foreign  battle  fronts  and  at  their 
foreign  bases  is  a  gigantic  task. 

When  our  Army,  as  a  whole,  reaches  a  strength  of  7,500,000  men,  its  rations  for  one 
month  would  make  a  pile  of  food  nearly  as  big  as  the  1 02-story  Empire  State  Building 
in  New  York. 

At  the  beginning  of  1943,  we  had  about  1,500,000  fighting  men  outside  this  country. 
In  one  day,  those  1,500,000  men  consume  about  4200  tons  of  food.  Think  of  it.  4200 
tons  of  food  daily! 

And  that  can't  be  all  one  kind  of  ration.  The  type  of  food  suitable  for  a  soldier 
fighting  in  jungle  and  desert  won't  do  for  the  soldier  fighting  in  high  altitudes  or  sub- 
zero climates.  Just  keeping  that  little  item  straight  gives  the  men  in  the  Quartermaster 
Corps  grey  hair. 

The  Army  relies  on  farmers  for  a  lot  of  other  things  besides  food,  too.  Your  soy- 
beans make  the  glycerine  that  fires  out  anti-tank  shells.  Oil  from  your  castor  beans 
soften  the  linings  of  Army  shoes.  Cotton  goes  into  our  liferafts,  our  raincoats,  our 
explosives  and  the  tires  for  our  jeeps,  ambulances  and  trucks.

A  news  letter  is  mailed  monthly  to  4,000  farmers  who  are  leaders  in  the  five  states, 
keeping  them  posted  on  Lewis  activities  in  the  farm  field  and  reporting  on  constructive 
work  of  the  Council.  If  you  are  not  receiving  this  letter  and  want  it,  please  make  your 
request  to  a  fieldman  or  to  our  headquarters. 

In  closing,  I  want  to  urge  each  organization  present  to  invite  the  fieldmen  nearest 
you  into  your  organization  meeting  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  so  that  more  of  this 
story  can  be  passed  on  to  your  membership.  These  fieldmen  or  the  Baltimore  office 
also  want  to  know  promptly  when  any  District  50  activity  among  farmers  is  reported 
in  your  neighborhood.

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Labor  Saving  Methods  and  Devices  I  Have 
Found  Helpful  on  My  Farm 

(Panel  Discussion  Conducted  by  A.  A.  Borland) 

These  are  times  when  the  labor  problem  is  acute  on  many  Pennsylvania  dairy  farms. 
Consequently  the  officers  of  the  Dairymen's  Association  felt  that  any  good  information 
about  how  some  dairymen  are  effecting  short-cuts  or  improved  methods  of  handling 
the  labor  problem  would  be  helpful  to  dairymen  in  general.  Several  honest- to-goodness 
dairymen  gave  some  excellent  suggestions  on  the  subject. 

How  Forest  Vu  Farm  Saves  Sabor 
Mr.  Wilbur  F.  BarkdoU.  proprietor  of  Forest  Vu  Farm.  Mont  Alto,  discussed  some 
of  the  contrivances  he  has  found  helpful  from  a  labor  saving  standpoint.  "In  regard  to 
the  labor  savmg  devices  on  Forest  Vu  Dairy  Farm,  there  is  one  that  is  used  730  times 
each  year.  It  is  a  carrier  for  our  milk  cans  and  is  of  our  own  construction.  The  carrier 
holds  three  cans  is  made  to  run  along  behind  each  row  of  cows  on  the  litter  carrier  track 
When  the  milkers  remove  a  milking  machine  they  simply  step  out  across  the  gutter  and 
pour  the  milk  right  in  to  the  can.  This  carrier  is  pushed  along  behind  the  cows  in  each 
row.  and  is  so  made  that  the  air  hose  and  surcingles  can  be  hung  on  it.  that  way  it  serves 
a  double  purpose.  In  the  evening  the  carrier  conveys  the  filled  cans  to  the  North  end 
of  the  barn  next  to  the  milk  house  where  the  milk  is  stored  and  cooled.  In  the  morning 
It  conveys  the  cans  to  the  South  end  of  the  barn  where  they  are  loaded  on  truck  for 
delivery.    The  carrier  thus  saves  many  8ter>«  a"d  t^u*-**  lif^Vir  -* " 

Another  labor  saver  is  a  contraption  made  to  wrap  up  our  wire  that  is  used  for  an 
electric  fence.  We  formerly  used  barbed  wire  but  since  having  a  very  bad  injury  to 
the  teats  of  one  of  our  cows,  we  prefer  smooth  wire,  and  believe  it  to  be  just  as  effective 
and  much  easier  to  handle.  For  convenience  in  handling  the  outfit,  we  built  it  on  two 
corn  plow  wheels.  It  fits  exactly  in  the  bed  of  a  small  truck.  The  axles  extend  out 
through  the  hubs  of  the  wheels,  and  we  have  handles  to  fit  on  the  ends  of  the  axles 
Someone  drives  the  truck  in  reverse  to  wrap  up  the  wire.  (A  boy  is  always  delighted  to 
do  this.)  He  drives  forward  to  unwrap  the  wire  when  putting  up  fence.  With  some  one 
to  turn  the  axle  on  which  the  wire  is  wrapped  we  can  move  a  long  stretch  of  wire  in  a 
very  short  time.  This  wire  carrier,  being  on  wheels  of  good  size,  can  be  moved  around 
very  easily  any  where  one  wants  it.  It  has  pieces  of  sheet  steel  on  the  inside  of  each 
wheel  to  act  as  guards  to  keep  the  wire  away  from  wheels  so  that  the  roll  does  not  inter- 
fere  with  the  easy  movement  of  the  wheels.  My  son.  who  designed  and  built  it.  has  it 
painted,  and  it  really  looks  like  a  factory  built  convenience. 

The  third  convenience  that  we  are  now  working  on  is  a  power  driven  device  to 
operate  the  lift  of  the  litter  carrier,  to  elevate  the  manure  after  being  loaded  in  the 
litter  carrier.  The  manure  from  the  cow  barn  is  hauled  to  the  field  each  day  of  the  week 
except  Sunday.  It  is  deposited  in  the  manure  spreader  from  the  litter  carrier.  The 
most  work  it  seems  in  this  operation  is  to  pull  up  the  litter  carrier. 

Every  thing  has  been  completed  for  the  installation  of  this  device  except  that  no 
motor  has  been  available.  Since  the  Dairymen's  meeting  in  Harrisburg.  we  have  secured 
a  motor  and  now  we  have  everything  ready  to  install.  We  feel  that  the  device,  when 
put  into  operation,  will  be  a  real  labor  saver. 

Prof.  Borland  has  asked  me  to  say  something  about  our  experience  with  Ladino 
clover.    I  would  much  prefer  John  Dickey  or  Jack  Warner  who  are  here  in  the  audience 
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to  tell  of  what  they  saw  in  the  fields  at  Forest  Vu  Dairy  Farm  instead  of  telling  about  it 
myself.  How  Prof.  Borland  expects  me  to  tell  about  Ladino  clover  in  the  time  alloted 
me,  1  don't  know*  When  an  extension  man  comes  out  from  State  College  he  generally 
takes  an  afternoon  or  evening  on  this  subject.  However.  I  will  try  to  touch  on  several 
of  the  most  important  things  we  have  learned  about  Ladino  clover  by  experience. 

We  feel  that  farmers  should  not  get  too  enthusiastic  about  Ladino  clover  for  a  hay 
crop.  It  should  not  be  sown  alone:  First,  because  it  does  not  yield  enough;  second 
because  it  is  very  hard  to  cure,  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  has  so  much  sap  or  moisture  in  it; 
and  third  because  it  is  very  high  in  protein  and  is  entirely  too  laxative  to  feed  as  pure 
Ladino  clover  Hay. 

For  pasture  it  is  a  fine  crop — grows  very  rapidly  and  the  cattle  relish  it  very  much. 
It  needs  to  be  watched  closely  on  account  of  bloat.  Our  experience  has  been  that  a  com- 
bination of  orchard  grass  and  Ladino  clover  makes  a  fine  pasture  mixture  and  is  also 
good  for  hay  if  you  have  more  than  you  need  for  pasture.  We  feel  that  timothy  grows 
too  slowly  for  Ladino  clover.  If  you  have  penty  of  grass  with  Ladino.  we  feel  it  will 
reduce  the  danger  of  bloat  to  a  minimum. 

There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  talk  in  these  dairy  meetings  about  a  shortage  of 
protein  feeds  and  their  cost.  In  the  fall  of  1941  I  was  asked  to  send  a  sample  of  hay  to 
State  College  for  analysis.  1 1  was  taken  right  out  of  the  dairy  barn,  was  the  third  cutting 
from  a  field,  and  consisted  of  a  mixture  of  orchard  grass,  alfalfa  and  Ladino  clover. 
The  analysis  as  found  at  State  College  was  1 7.3%  protein.  Why  should  we  worry  about 
high  protein  feeds  that  are  high  in  price  when  we  can  grow  roughage  of  this  type  on  our 
own  farms?" 

Labor  Saving  Devices  on  Houck's  Farm 

J.  W.  Warner,  County  Agricultural  Agent  of  Indiana  County,  told  about  the  labor 
saving  devices  on  Clyde  Houck's  farm  at  Clymer,  Pa..  R.D.  I.  He  said,  "I  am  indeed 
sorry  that  Mr.  Houck  could  not  be  here  himself  today  to  report  on  some  of  the  con- 
veniences on  his  farm  which  have  helped  to  reduce  the  labor  load. 

Mr.  Houck  is  a  progressive  breeder  of  registered  Jersey  cattle  and  has  been  secretary 
of  the  Lovejoy  Jersey  Bull  Association  since  it  was  organized  in  August,  1919.  He  has 
also  been  a  member  of  the  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Association  continuously  for  six- 
teen years.  He  has  a  very  attractive  trophy  room  in  his  home  where  the  dairy  herd 
improvement  association  certificates  are  displayed  and  also  cups  and  certificates  for 
high  quality  milk  at  the  Pennsylvania  Farm  Show. 

Mr.  Houck  recently  installed  a  milking  machine  which  now  cuts  the  time  of  milking 
practically  in  half.  He  produces  Grade  A  milk  which  goes  to  the  Reick-Mcjunkin 
Dairy  Company,  and  always  gets  the  premium  for  low  bacteria  count. 

Several  years  ago  Mr.  Houck  requested  the  Extension  Service  to  give  him  some 
assistance  in  laying  out  his  farm  in  contour  strips.  Assistant  County  Agent,  D.  H. 
Ricks,  ran  a  number  of  base  lines  to  start  the  contour  strip  farming  program.  Mr. 
Houck  reports  that  the  power  required  by  his  tractor  is  less  than  when  he  was  farming 
up  and  down  grades.  Together  with  the  liberal  use  of  domestic  ryegrass  on  the  contour 
strips,  he  has  had  very  little  trouble  with  erosion. 

Another  labor  saving  device  has  been  the  use  of  glass  jars  such  as  mayonnaise  and 
pickle  jars,  to  be  placed  on  the  top  of  electric  fence  posts.  With  short  pieces  of  wire 
and  a  pair  of  pliers,  electric  fence  is  quickly  attached  to  the  glass  jars.     Binder  twine

Labor  Saving  Devices  at  Brookside  Stock  Farm

Most  of  you  farmers  know  and  probably  have  applied  «,me  of  the  labor  savin, 
devices  that  I  shall  suggest.    The  place  where  we  fail  in  many  cases,  is  by  ot^rlZng 
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the  small  items  that  in  the  period  of  a  year,  amount  to  more  than  we  think.  Recently 
I  timed  the  men  tying  our  50  cows,  and  by  the  use  of  lever  stanchions,  found  that  we 
save  at  least  10  minutes  for  one  man  each  day.  Figure  this  saving  for  one  year  and  you 
will  find  that  you  have  about  6  ten-hour  days  you  could  use  to  go  trout  fishing  about  the 
middle  of  corn  planting  time. 

We  load  the  manure  directly  onto  the  mcuiure  spreader,  by  wheeling  the  barrow  up 
a  long  plank,  instead  of  dumping  it  on  a  pile  and  then  re-loading  it  by  forking.  We 
average  about  two  spreader  loads  of  manure  daily.  Figuring  15  minutes  per  load  for 
each  load  we  save  by  this  method  about  ^/i  hour  daily  or  a  total  of  a  little  more  than  1 8 
ten-hour  days  and  the  manure  is  not  heating  and  thus  losing  the  precious  nitrogen  that 
we  need  so  much  at  present. 

One  of  the  best  labor  saving  machines  on  our  farm  is  the  Milking  Machine.  Of 
course,  it  probably  is  not  as  good  as  the  very  best  hand  milker,  but  it  does  a  much  better 
job  than  the  average.  Since  the  allotment  of  milking  machines  by  the  government  to 
Pennsylvania  is  2950,  it  seems  the  dairymen  should  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
to  purchase  one,  especially  if  you  are  short  of  help  on  your  farm. 

Several  years  ago  we  started  growing  sorghum  and  soybeans  as  a  supplement  to 
our  pasture  to  be  fed  as  green  feed  in  August,  when  the  blue  grass  pastures  are  usually 
poorest.  By  actual  measurement  by  our  County  Agent,  Mr.  Fromeyer,  we  found  in  a 
very  dry  year  (in  fact  it  was  so  dry  that  year  the  corn  did  not  polinate)  it  yielded  1 6.9 
tons  of  silage  per  acre.  By  using  proper  equipment  we  found  that  3  men  could  fill  the 
silo  just  as  fast  and  with  a  lot  less  effort  than  with  corn  silage.  We  used  a  mower,  truck, 
a  heavy  duty  hay  loader  and  silo  filler  equipped  to  handle  grass  silage.  We  discovered 
that  this  type  of  crop  grows  very  rank  especially  in  a  wet  season  €uid  that  some  problems 
had  to  be  worked  out  to  be  able  to  handle  it  with  machinery.  In  the  morning  one  man 
mowed  down  enough  to  fill  until  noon.  This  did  not  require  very  much  time  because  of 
the  dense  growth.  Without  raking  we  followed  the  mower  swath  and  picked  it  up  with 
the  loader,  one  man  driving  the  truck  and  one  on  the  truck  loading.  When  unloading 
at  the  cutter  we  were  very  careful  to  dump  the  load  by  raising  the  dump  bed  and  driving 
the  truck  out  from  under  the  load,  which  dropped  the  load  just  as  loaded  and  made  the 
work  easier  in  feeding  the  cutter.  No  man  is  needed  in  the  silo  to  distribute  by  this 
method,  as  there  is  no  tendency  for  heavier  parts  to  drop  to  one  side  and  leaves  to  blow 
to  the  other  as  in  the  case  in  corn  silage.  To  summarize  points  in  favor  of  this  silage  it 
may  be  said : 

1.  This  crop  will  yield  more  per  acre  than  corn,  esjjecially  in  a  dry  season. 

2.  It  can  be  handled  with  less  labor  if  proper  machines  are  available.     In  our  case, 
we  filled  our  silos  with  three  men. 

3.  It  fits  into  the  dairyman's  program  where  corn  allotment  would  be  a  consideration. 

4.  It  produces  silage  of  a  quality  equal  to  corn  silage,  if  not  superior,  keeps  well 
and  the  cattle  seem  to  like  it. 

In  closing  let  me  say  that  this  year  and  for  the  duration  farm  equipment  and 
machinery  will  be  limited.  So  why  not  cooperate  by  sharing  what  we  have  with  our 
neighbors,  especially  those  machines  that  are  used  only  a  few  days  out  of  each  year. 
This  will  help  to  make  up  for  the  shortage  in  new  equipment,  and  help  to  hasten  the 
time  when  again  we  will  be  able  to  beat  our  swords  into  plow  shares.

Trucks  go  out  every  day. 
Deliver  to  one  section  of  city  one  day. 
Another  section  the  next. 

Saved  35%  of  mileage.    Cannot  save  50%  because  of  trips  to  town, 
i^ave  one  hour  a  day  because  stops  are  cut  in  half. 
Can  deliver  2  or  three  or  four  quarts  as  easily  as  one. 
Use  of  special  carrier. 

Milking  machine  very  essential  in  saving  labor 

Cooperation  of  hired  hands  through  good  pay  and  consideration  of  their  wants  and  needs.

"The  humble  baditub  has  gone  to  war  on  the  J.  D.  Lunger  farm  in  Lycoming 
County.  This  tub  is  domg  its  bit  to  increase  the  milk  production  of  the  Lun^rTeH 
I  IS  servmg  as  a  simple  and  practical  method  of  keeping  water  before  the  milking  herd 
at  all  times.  This  tub  which  was  mstalled  between  the  years  1941  and  1942.  is  largely 
responsible  for  increasmg  average  butter  fat  production  of  the  herd  from  331.2  po^d. 
of  fat  per  cow  to  436  pounds  of  fat.  pounos 

In  the  herd  there  were  eight  cows  with  almost  identical  production  periods  for 
both  years.  The  followmg  facts  on  these  eight  cows  definitely  prove  the  value  of  a 
constant  supply  of  water  to  the  milking  herd:

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The  above  figures  indicate  an  increase  in  the  value  of  product  of  $663.42.  Of  this 
amount  $215.51  represented  an  increase  in  the  price  of  milk.  Consequently  the  difference 
in  the  management  of  the  herd  so  far  as  watering  is  concerned  accounted  for  an  increase 
of  $445.91  or  an  average  of  $55.74  per  cow. 

It  should  be  further  understood  that  for  a  six  months  period  these  cattle  were  on 
pasture  which  meant  that  they  were  at  that  time  getting  all  the  water  needed  for  the 
higher  rate  of  milk  production." 

One-Man  Haymaker 

Mr.  John  A.  Smith.  U.  S.  Dept.  of  Agriculture,  928  N.  3rd  Street.  Harrisburg. 
related  an  interesting  experience  through  which  he  learned  of  a  unique  method  of  getting 
hay  quickly  from  the  field  to  the  barn. 

*'Last  summer  as  I  was  driving  to  State  College,  I  saw  a  peculiar  vehicle  cross  the 
road  and  approach  the  barn.  It  was  an  old  Buick  automobile  carrying  a  cargo  of  hay 
to  the  rear.  I  stopped  my  car  and  took  my  camera  from  the  case  to  get  a  picture  of  this 
peculiar  innovation  and  was  ameized  to  find  that  before  I  could  adjust  the  camera,  this 
vehicle  had  been  unloaded  and  was  at  the  road  again. 

I  stopped  the  driver  who  was  a  shirtless,  husky  chap  of  1 8.  a  student  of  Agricultural 
Engineering  at  Penn  State  and  a  son  of  James  Markle,  the  owner  and  operator  of  the 
farm.  A  year  or  so  ago  the  Markles  lost  a  bam  due  to  spontaneous  combustion  of  chopp- 
ed hay  and  to  overcome  labor  shortage  built  a  buck-rake  at  the  Elngineering  Dei>artment 
of  the  College  from  non-critical  white  oak  plank,  some  junk  angle-iron  and  an  old  car. 

With  the  aid  of  a  buck-rake  bulletin  from  Ohio  State  University,  Columbus,  Ohio  • 
he  built  the  whole  outfit  for  about  $50.00  and  made  the  entire  hay  crop  himself  with 
the  exception  of  storing  it  in  the  barn,  which  of  course  required  help.  The  old  Buick 
was  stripped  to  chassis  from  front  seat,  back.  To  the  rear  of  the  driver,  a  Ford  rear 
axle  was  mounted  with  a  drive  shaft  running  to  a  point  opposite  the  fan  belt  of  the 
Buick  Motor.  By  means  of  a  belt  tightener  the  Ford  rear  axle  became  a  hoist  because 
brake  drums  were  welded  together  to  provide  a  hoist  drum  at  one  end  of  the  axle.  The 
other  end  of  the  axle  was  entirely  discarded. 

A  strudy,  hoisting  jack  was  erected  to  the  rear  of  the  drum  and  three  or  four  pulleys 
arranged  to  provide  even  hoisting  power.  A  large  rake  was  hinged  to  the  bottom  of 
this  hoisting  jack  about  9  inches  from  the  ground.  When  the  rake  was  down,  the 
Buick  shoved  the  rake  under  the  windrow.  When  it  was  hoisted,  the  hay  was  ready  to 
move  to  the  barn. 

We  followed  the  outfit  to  the  field.  A  rectangle  of  about  5  acres  was  windrowed. 
The  driver  backed  his  rake  down  the  one  end  and  by  zig-zag  action  distributed  the  hay 
over  the  bottom  of  the  rake.  When  he  came  to  the  corner  he  lifted  his  hoist  and  turned 
his  car  to  back  down  the  side  windrow.  When  he  got  to  the  middle  of  this  windrow,  he 
pulled  his  rake  out  from  under  the  pile  of  hay  and  drove  to  the  other  end  of  the  field. 
Here  he  dropped  his  rake  and  collected  all  the  hay  from  the  other  end  of  the  field. 
When  he  approached  the  hay  pile  he  previously  accumulated  he  lifted  his  rake  and  piled 
the  new  load  on  the  original  pile.  Now  he  had  a  load  of  about  1 000  pounds.  He  dropped 
his  rake  and  backed  it  under  the  whole  pile  and  carried  it  off  to  the  bam.

AGREEMENT  FOR  THE  PREVENTION  AND  CONTROL  OF  BANG  DISEASE 

(Owner) 

I  desire  to  place  my  entire  herd  of  cattle  under  the  supervision  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the 
Prevention  and  Control  of  Bang  Disease. 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture 
through  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  will  assist  me  in  establishing  and  maintaining 
a  Bcuig  disease  free  herd. 

In  consideration  of  the  assistance  to  be  given  by  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Agriculture.  I  agree  to  maintain  and  promote  my  herd  of  cattle  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  said  Departments,  for  the  Prevention  and  Control  of  Bang 
Disease. 

I  further  agree: 
I .     That  no  animals  in  my  herd  have  been  or  will  be  treated  at  any  time  with  any 
biological  product  containing  Brucella  Abortus  (Bang  disease)  organisms, 
except  upon  written  authorization  from  the  Pennsylvania  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry. 

To  maintain,  feed  and  care  for  my  cattle  under  a  cleanly  and  sanitary  system 
of  herd  management  with  a  desire  to  keep  it  free  from  diseases  and  to  follow 
reasonable  suggestions  and  recommendations  of  the  said  Departments  for 
this  purpose. 

To  have  blood  samples  collected  from  all  cattle  over  six  months  of  age  in  my 
herd  by  a  veterinarian  authorized  by  one  of  the  said  Departments  and  have 
the  blood  samples  tested  only  by  the  Pennsylvania  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry, 
and  to  have  no  cattle  in  the  herd  that  are  owned  by  employees,  neighbors  or 
outside  persons  or  interests. 

To  hav^e  blood  samples  collected  from  my  herd  and  re  tested  as  often  as  may 
be  required  by  the  said  Departments. 

To  separate  all  positive  animals  from  the  negative  animals  on  my  premises  as 
soon  as  the  results  of  the  test  are  made  known  to  me  and  to  remove  no  positive 
animals  from  my  premises  except  upon  written  permission  from  one  of  the 
above  Departments. 

6.  To  market  for  slaughter,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Pennsylvania  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  all  positive  animals  in  a  manner  to  yield  the  highest 
financial  return.

To  thoroughly  clean  and  disinfect  stables,  sheds,  yards  and  other  inclosures 
that  have  been  occupied  or  used  in  connection  with  Bang  Disease  infected 
animals,  promptly  after  the  diseased,  or  positive  animals  have  been  removed.

8.  To  make  no  additions  to  the  herd,  after  the  date  of  this  Agreement,  except 
the  natural  progeny  and  cattle  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  herd,  all 
of  which  cattle  except  the  calves  shall  be  added  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
Department. 

To  make  no  additions  to  my  herd,  after  the  initial  test,  except  from  Bang 
disease  negative  herds  under  Federal-State  supervision. 

To  purchase  no  cattle  to  establish  a  new  herd,  excep  when  said  cattle  have  been 
identified  as  having  originated  in  Pennsylvania  Bang  disease  free  certified 
herds;  or  herds  credited  with  one  negative  blood  test  under  Federal-State 
supervision. 

11.  To  waive  all  claim  for  indemnity  for  cattle,  added  to  the  herd  that  may  react 
or  be  condemned  when  blood  tested  except  when  said  added  cattle  can  be 
identified  as  having  been  added  to  the  herd  from  Bang  disease  negative  herds 
under  Federal-State  supervision. 

12.  To  keep  my  cattle  separated  in  such  a  manner  thaty  they  will  not  be  exposed 
to  other  cattle,  when  exhibited  at  fairs  or  other  places  where  livestock  are 
congregated,  except  when  all  cattle  exhibited  are  from  Bang  Disease  free 
certified  and  tuberculosis  free  accredited  herds.

Plan  "C"— Under  this  plan  permission  is  granted  to  vaccinate  calves  of  accepted 
age  without  requirmg  a  blood  test  of  mature  animals  in  the  herd.  The  mature  unvac- 
cmated  animals  will  be  disposed  of  under  permit  for  slaughter  purposes  without  in- 
demnities as  they  become  unprofitable  and  vaccinated  animals  have  been  raised  as  re- 
placements Vaccmated  animals  shall  not  be  moved  from  the  herd  except  under  written 
permission  from  the  proper  Federal  or  Sute  official. 

The  generally  accepted  and  recommended  plans  provide  for  the  use  of  calfhood 
vaccmation  as  an  aid  or  adjunct  to  methods  employing  the  blood  test  herd  management 
and  sanitation  which  have  proven  to  be  essential  in  the  control  of  Bangs  disease.
